Gentlemen of the Senate^ 

and ^ the House of Representatives : 

In meeting together for the first time on this occasion, it 
would be ungratefiil as well as unusual, to forbear to acknow- 
ledge the innumerable privileges and blessings, conferred 
upon us as a people by the beneficence of a kind and bounti- 
ful Providence. During the past year, the seasons have been 
unusually productive, health and peace have continued to 
prevail throughout the land, and the labors and industry of 
every class of our fellow citizens have in general received an 
abundant reward. While other nations of the world have 
been suffering under the oppression of arbitrary power, the 
barbarous relic of former ages, or stuggling with an inspiring 
energy for the unalienable rights of freedom and self-govern- 
ment, we have continued in the undisturbed possession and 
enjoyment of all those civil and religious privileges, which 
were bequeathed to us by the valor and exertions of our fath- 
ers, without any event's having occurred to diminish our confi- 
dence that they will be transmitted unimpaired to future gene- . 
rations. In view of these distinguishing realities, it may well 
be doubted, if we ever have had more abundant cause, than 
at present, to be satisfied with our condition as a people, and 
for heartfelt thankfulness towards that Being, who regulates 
the seasons, and controls the destinies of men and nations. 

Agreeably to the provisions of the constitution, we blive 
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b^en designated by the luffragetof oor fellow cittgens as their 
i^nts, and are now assembled to perform the sacred dutiee 
devolved upon us by that constitution, and the nature of the 
trusts we have accepted, to deliberate and consult together 
lor the public weal, to guard the civil and religious liberties 
of the citizens, and generally by good and wholesome laws 
lo provide for the welfiire and lasting prosperity of the State. 
Although many of us have been delegated by comparatively 
small portions of the people, yet, when assembled here, we are 
to connder ourselves as agents of the whole State, and to 
consult the particular interests of our local constituents only 
so far as may be consistent with the duty which we owe to 
the community ; and in all our deliberations, it behooves us, 
while sacredly adhering to the constitution as our guide, to 
divest ourselves of sectional and partial prejudices, and to act 
together in harmony and patriotism, with the single view to 
promote the public good. 

From the complicated concerns of our national affairs gen- 
erally, we are relieved, by a judicious reference of them, un- 
der the federal constitution, to the President and Congress of 
the ynited States. But as citizens of this extended republic^ 
we are all immediately and deeply interested in the measures 
and policy which they may adopt and pursue. And at the 
present time, in an especial manner, our attention is necessa- 
rily directed towards them by the consideration that some of 
our most important interests and claims as a separate State^i 
are directly dependent upon, or under the control of, the gen- 
eral government. For the faithful and prudent management 
of these concerns, we must rely upon those public agents to 
whom the nation has confided the important trust. It becomes, 
therefore, highly interesting to this people, that nothing 
should occur to interrupt the harmony and good understand- 
' i^g, which have heretofore existed between the national and 
State authorities. The relative and corresponding rights and 
obligations of each are prescribed and defined in the federal 
constitution, or are necessarily inferred from the nature and 
intent of that original compact. While the general govern- 
Qient shall keep within the strict limits of their constitutional 
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power, 1^11 pieservo inviolate the nghU and 90^wg9^ oC 
the States, c^nd impartially consult and promote the gener^ 
welfare of the nation, this State> as a constituent qi^i^beK of 
the American confederation, is bound by constitutional dotyg 
as well as by interest, to contribute, according to its meaii8» 
to sustain the respectability, apd support the legitimate aur 
thority of that government. So, on the other band, the VmU 
ed States are under obligations to regard and enforce oat 
just claims, to guarantee our republican institotions, and to 
protect our territory from the encroachments of foreign in<^ 
vasion. 

In pursuance of these obligations, as I apprehend them, a» 

inquiry has recently been instituted, under the antbority of 

the general government, into the boundary between this 3tat< 

and the British Province of New Brunswick. In adopting thi$ 

measure, it is not contended by the United States^ that tbe)( 

have the power to alienate, by negociation or otherwise, from 

the jurisdiction of a sovereign State of the Union, any portion 

of its territorial limits. And though this State has never as-;* 

sented to a compromise of her rights by arbitration, yet it is 

hoped that no occasion will arise for future, discussion in re^ 

lation to this subject, as it cannot be otherwise than expected, 

that the result will be in conformity to the stipulations of trea^ 

ties, and the incontrovertible justice of our claim. 

I regret that it is not in my power to give more definite in; 
formation of the progress which has been made towards a fina^ 
adjustment of this controversy between the two nations. The 
delay has probably been occasioned by the late disturbances 
in the dominions of the King of the Netherlands, the power 
to whom this subject was referred for arbitrament, agreeably 
to the provisions of the Treaty of Ghent. In selecting this 
umpire to decide between the conflicting claims of indepen- 
dent nations, it cannot be doubted that regard was had to the 
efficient character as well as to the personal honor and private 
worth of the individual. But recent eventi^ having deprived 
that monarch of the greatest portion of his kingdom by a revo- 
lution, thus rendering him necessarily dependent upon foreign 
power for succor and support, his political situation has been 
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•o etMnHMy chamged, Aat it may be doubtfiil at letfst, #6e<fr^ 
er he will give a deciiieb on this deKcate and important qoe»^ 
lion, whicli was referred fo hinr mder eir«mnntaneeflrso'etseii* 
liaHy different fromr those which at present eiist. If the effect 
of this rOTototidn should be to unite in still closer bonds of 
amity the former friendly and intimate refoti^ns of the king of 
the Netherlands with Ghreat Britain, irhicfh seeikis to be proba- 
ble, it must be Considered that the agreement to refer wouM; 
itt that erent, be rendered of no avail. Whatever confidence 
may be put in the justice of our caiDie, however clearly our 
right may be shown in argument, we certainly could not he 
williiqr to flubittit it to the umpirage of a sovereign, who- is 
not only the aelly, but whov by the force of circumstances, may 
have become, in some measure, the dependent ally of Great 
Britain. These events have oatorally and jQstly given rise to 
the antiety whicli is feh on this subject. We hate every rea- 
son, however, to hate confidence in the good wishes and ex- 
ertions of the President towards a satisfactory settlement of 
this important question. And his appointment of a minister 
frotn among the citizens of this State, well acquainted with 
the merits of the ease, to present ouf arguments to the umpire 
for decision, has inopTeased our assurance of the desire of the 
federal gotemment to consult our wishes and give satisfac- 
tion to the people of this State, t am not aware that any 
thing at present remains to be done by the legislature, that 
can facilitate this inquiry, or affect the result. 

It atfords ine pleasure to be enabled to state, that the claim 
of this State in common with Massachusetts on the national 
government, for services rendered by the militia during the 
last war with Great Britain, is in a train to be finally adjusted 
and settled. At the last session of Congress an act was passed, 
authorizing the payment of a considerable portion of this 
claim, estimated to amount to more than four hundred and 
thirty thousand dollars, one third part of which, according to 
the act of separation, after it shall have been paid to Massa- 
chusetts, is to be received by Maine. The interest upon this 
amount may be a subject of discussion, but it is confidently 
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believed tbat it will be allowed in conformity to the princi" 
pies which have governed in the settlement of similar, claims 
from otlier States. It may be necessary that measures should, 
be adopted to procure the receipt of this money into the trea^ 
sury of the State, the payment of which seems still to besub*- 
jected to great delays, and also to provide a mode for its most 
secure and profitable investment when received. The whole 
amount, after deducting the public debt of the State, has al-* 
ready been appropriated by the act providing for the promo- 
tion of education, as a fund,- to be reserved for the support of 
primary schools. 

The course, which has been pursued by the general govern- 
ment in the appropriations for the purpol^es of internal im« 
provement, has heretofore received the attention of a previous 
Legislature, and from the direct bearing, which it has upon 
the equal rights, interests, and sovereignty of the individual 
States, has become a subject of too great importance to he 
now regarded with indifference. Or suffered to pass by with- 
out being presented to the consideration of the Legislature 
and people of this State. If it should continue to be the 
policy of the United States to raise an annual revenue from 
duties on imports and from other sources, more than sufficient 
for the gradual extinction of the public debt, and the ordina* 
ry expenses of the government, the surplus fund will remaiil 
in the national Treasury, without any benefit's resulting there- 
from to the people, or some constitutional mode must be de- 
vised for its appropriation and expenditure. Perhaps no plan 
could be suggested less objectionable, or more conducive to 
the interests of this State, and of the Union, than the one 
' which proposes the apportionment of this fund among the sev- 
eral States according to their ratio of representation, to be by 
them expended for internal improvements, and the promotion 
of education. The extent of our public lands, the settlement 
and Value of which might be greatly promoted by roads and 
canals; our numerous rivers, many of which by a comparative- 
ly small expense, might be rendered navigable . with boats 
nearly or quite to their sources ; our schools and seminaries 
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of learnuig^ whofe pro^pefitgr and usefulness might be mtiofai 
advanced by, tdditioiml encouragement; all conclumTely 
demonstrate the immense benefits that would arise to tkia 
State fcom Kberal appropriations for the promotton of educa- 
tioa, and WQtka of public utility. The mode adopted by the 
general goTemment in the appropriations heretofore made for. 
works of this kind, ezclustTe of the doubts existing as to the 
constitotioiial power, has been attended with difficulties, and 
is liable to many objections. More than five millions of dol- 
lars have been already appropriated by Congress for this pur-^ 
pose, and other works, the costs of which are estimated at 
nearly a hundred millions more, have been proposed or con- 
tonplated. It cannot be denied, that these works in general 
are more for the interests of particular sections of country, 
than for the general benefit of the nation. And it is difficult 
lo perceive the justice of this system of partial appropriation, 
which in effect takes from the common fond, the property be- 
longing to the people of one part of the Union, and, without 
their consent, bestows it upon another. By an equitable ap* 
portionment of the fund among the several States, these ob- 
jections would be obviated ; and it is believed that much would 
also be gained by entrusting the States with the expenditure 
of the appropriations. For the general government cannot be 
presumed to possess the means, in many cases, of correctly 
determining the relative utility of a public work, or of con- 
ducting its execution with the greatest economy and to the 
general satisfaction of the people, in an equal degree with the 
Legislature of the State, within whose territory such improve- 
ments are contemplated. Besides, the present mode of mak- 
ing the appropriations by Congres, without an established and 
uniform system, opens the door for the practice of local par- 
tialities, and dangerous combinations among the representa^ 
tives fi*om different sections 6f the Union, and will unless ex- 
perience deceives us, become a frnitfol source of eollii^on and 
jealousy between the several States, which the prudent and 
patriotic should dread, and eai^nestly seek to avoid, a? they 
would every evil, that may threaten, in any degree, to inter- 
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iederated 'republica. 

Tb^e views I confidently. belieTe to be in accordance with 
the sif ntiments of a large majority of the people of this State» 
and a previous Legislature, with great unanimity, gave them 
their sanction by the unequivocal Oppression of their opimon* 
It is gratifyijug aI$o to know, that the subject has lately re«- 
oeived from the Executive of the United States, that consider- 
9)tion lybicb its importance demands, and from which we are 
authorized to conclude, that a speedy check will be put to the 
further extension of this questionable policy, either by the 
power of Co^greas^ or by the exercise of the high req)OBsibili*- 
^y confided by the constitution in a co-ordinate department of 
the federal! government. 

K The correct and prudent management of our public lands 
is an object of the first importance, and from the circumstan- 
ces connected with them, is attended with difficulties and 
embarrassments. A large portion of the most valuable lands 
have been sold in townships to individuals, and in many cases 
at a comparatively low price. It is probable that their value 
would have been increased by delaying the sale for a few 
years, provided the timber could have been preserved from 
depredations. But the proceeds of the sales of these lands 
' are of small consequence in comparison to the benefits which 
the State would derive from their actual settlement. All our 
measures in relation to, them should, therefore, be principally 
directed to the promotion of this object. And if by giving 
them away to actual settlers, the wilderness could, in a few 
years, be converted into flourishing villages, inhabited by an 
industrious and virtuous population, the interest and prosperi- 
ty of the State would thereby be more effectually promoted, 
than by any sales, however advantageous in other respects, 
without attaining this more desirable and important object. 
It is true, that purchasers of large tracts of land have many 
Inducements to sell the same to actual settlers, especially 
after the most valuable timber upon them shall have been 
disposed of. But from the large Ijuanti ties that have recently 
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been Bold by the State, the market is at present supplied ; 
and the expediency of checking the sale of large tracts of 
land to individual proprietors, and affording additional en- 
couragement to actual settlers, is respectfully submitted to 
your consideration* 

The unsettled state of the North Eastern boundary, and 
also the tenure, by which these lands are held by this State 
in common with Massachusetts, cannot fail of proving dis- 
advantageous and perplexing to the interests of both States. 
The improvement of the lands by making roads, clearing the 
obstructions in the rivers, and by other means, thus enhancing 
their value and promoting their settlement, is impeded by the 
necessity of requiring the co-operation of another State, 
which inconvenience is but partially remedied by the divisions 
into townships, as heretofore practised, to be held by the two 
States in severalty. In some respects it would be more bene- 
ficial to both States that partition should be made of all the 
undivided lands into two entire parts, each of which would 
then be more exclusively under the control of the State to 
which it belonged. Still, I am persuaded, that in any plan 
that could be devised, difficulties and objections might rea- 
sonably be apprehended, which a prudent foresight would re- 
quire, if possible, to be guarded against and avoided. That 
Massachusetts should continue to possess within the limits of 
this State so great a portion of the territory, which is thus 
placed beyond our control, and over which our jurisdiction 
can be but partially extended, is an anomaly, which the pub- 
lic feeling, the interest, and future prosperity of this rising 
State imperiously require to be removed, if an arrangement 
for this purpose can be effected on ahy just and reasonable 
terms. Such an arrangement would, it is' believed, insure a 
continuance of the harmony now existing, and contribute 
essentially to promote the mutual interests of both States. 
In addition to these considerations, the magnanimity of our 
parent Commonwealth, so signally manifested in her assent to 
our separation, in compliance with the wishes of that portion 
of her people, now constitttting this State, affords a strong 
assurance, that a negotiation instituted for the purchase of 
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her lands for a just and idequate equivalent, would not prove 
in the result to have been firuitless and unavailing. 

When the North Eastern boundary shall have been defini- 
tively settled, a favorable opportunity will be presented fi>r 
attempting to effect this purchase, if it should be deemed 
expedient, as « portion of the militia claim, whan received, 
would coBStitate a fund for the payment, without the necessity 
of having recourse to any additional taxation upon the peo- 
ple ; and the lands and their proceeds might be reserved as a 
fund for the promotion of education, as contemplated by the 
act of 1828- 

As it is certain that the great capital of oar Stale is land, 
which mu9t be rendered productive by the skill and industry 
of the farm^, and as a great portion of our citizens are 
necessarily devoted to the cultivation of the soil, it is import- 
ant that encouragement should be mfibrded to this the most 
ancient and useful of all employments. I believe it would 
be beneficial to the State, that agricultural associations and 
experiments, for the purpose of determining what articles can 
be cultivated to the most advantage in our soil and climate, 
what modes of culture and kinds of manure are most suitable, 
and also for improving the breeds and qualities of the different 
kinds of animals raised on farms, should be promoted by the 
aid of the Legislature. 

The public roads, which have been undertaken by the 
authority of the State, are progressing, and, in some instan- 
ces, have been completed. The reports of the agents of the 
Metanawcook road, and of the Baring road, will be laid be- 
fore you, and will require your consideration. 

The Canada road, according to the report of the agent ap- 
pointed to examine and inspect it, appears to have been com- 
pleted during the past year, and is now believed to be safe 
and convenient for travellers. An easy communication, thus 
opened between this State and our friendly neighbors, cannot 
fail to be mutually beneficial. It will afford an opportunity 
for the increase of our trade, by the interchange of commodi- 
ties, will promote the sale and settlement of the State's land 
3 
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in the vicinity of the route, and contribute to a continaance^ 
of the very friendly understanding now happily subsisting. 
The greatest inconvenience that exists in passing this road, is 
the want of suitable houses of entertainment, established at 
proper distances, throughout the route* In order, with as lit- 
tle delay as possible, to remedy this deficiency, I would re- 
spectfully suggest the appropriation of a lot of land, at the 
most eligible situation, for the use of the person, who, within 
a limited time, shall erect thereon suitable buildings to be 
occupied, for a stipulated number of years, as a public house 
for the accommodation of travellers. 

Before closing this subject, it becomes my duty to state, 
that information has been received from a respectable source, 
that a part of the road, lately completed, passes over the 
Bald Mountain, in a direction different from that prescribed 
by the resolve of the State. The Executive department of 
the last year declined paying the balance of the appropriation 
claimed by the contractors, in order that the subject might be 
referred to the consideration of the Legislature. 

In the erection of the State House at Augusta much pro- 
gress has been made. The exterior walls and colonade are 
completed. The finishing of the interior is the principal 
work that remains to be done, and will require an additional 
appropriation to be made by the Legislature. This building, 
constructed of the most beautiful and durable materials, on a 
plan combining architectural symmetry and elegance with 
utility, I have reason to expect may be put in readiness to 
accommodate the Legislature by the time contemplated by 
law for the removal of the government to that future capitol 
of the State. 

The State's Prison at Thomaston has received a large share 
of the careful attention of the government, and under its 
general superintendence seems to be attaining a salutary con- 
dition for the economical punishment of convicts, and the 
gradual reform of its unhappy, because vicious occupants. 
That this penitentiary is capable of being improved, and its 
affairs conducted with more skill and economy than heretofore, 
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is possible and perhaps probable* But when we consider that 
it is a recent institution, that the agents entrusted with its 
control have had but little opportunity of becoming practical- 
ly acquainted with the best and most economical mode of 
managing its concerns, and regulating its manufactures, the 
results are as favorable, upon the whole, as could have been 
reasonably anticipated. The provision for the establishment 
of a Sunday School, and for literary and religious instruction 
within the prison, will, it is believed, be attended with salutary 
effects in conducing to a reformation in the character of the 
convicts, a subject of the first importance to be considered in 
every system of prison discipline. Further to promote this 
benevolent object, it is recommended that the prisoners should 
be kept separate firom each other, so far as possible, especially 
during the night ; lest by communicating together, the old 
and most hardened offenders should become active instructors 
in crime, and the prison, instead of being, a place for reform, 
should be converted into a seminary for the teaching of every 
kind of vice. For further information in detail, as to the con- 
cerns of this prison, I refer to the reports of the Inspectors 
and Warden, which will be laid before you. 

Our literary institutions are in a prosperous state, and under 
the fostering care of the government, spreading the influence 
of mental light and good morals among the people. For the 
correct management and progressive improvement of these 
institutions we cannot feel too anxious, since on education 
depends so much of our happiness, and the security of our 
free governments. 

The Colleges at Brunswick and Waterville have heretofore 
partaken largely of the public munificence. Their usefulness 
and prosperity have been promoted and sustained by the 
annual donations which have been granted to them, agreeably 
to that provision of the constitution, which imperatively 
makes it the duty of the Legislature to encourage, and suitably 
to endow, from time to time, as the circumstances of the 
people may authorize, all academies, colleges and seminaries 
of learning within the State. That this public bounty has 
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not been injudicioasly bestowed, or misapplied^ is t& %e iti^ 
ferred from the flourishing condition of these eoUeges, the 
ability and diligence of their several professors, and the in« 
creasing nnmber of their students, a great proportion of whonr 
are enabled to obtain their instruction gratuitously by the aid 
afforded them frota the grant of the State. The time limited 
in the acts providing for ^ these annual donations will expire 
during the present year. And the land of these institutions 
being at present unproductive, they must necessarily rely, for 
some years to come, upon the aid of the government, or their 
usefulness and prosperity will be much impaired, ifnot totally 
destroyed. I am sensible that the importance of continuing, 
to cherish our seminaries of Fearmngf those institutions de^ 
voted to the ennobling pursuits of nterature and science^ 
founded and endowed exclusivefy for the purpose of dissem- 
inating the inestimable benefits of a good education and cor- 
rect principles among the rising generation, can receive no^ 
additional weight from any arguments^ or remarks in my power 
to make. I respectfully recommend the whole subject to- 
your consideration, with confidence that it will recehre such 
direction, as shall render these institutions responsible to the 
Legislature and the people for the faithful employment of the 
bounties of the government, and shall best comport with the 
honor and lafsting interests of the State. 

During the present year, the charters of afl the Banks in- 
corporated by the State, with one or two exceptions, by the 
terms of their limitations, will have expired. An opportunity 
is thus presented for aft inquiry into the maimer in which they 
respectively have been conducted, how far the public interest 
and accommodation have been promoted by their operations^ 
and if it should be considered expedient to renew their char- 
ters, to enact such terms and provisions, as shall tend to es- 
tablish a sound currency, and protect, so far as may be prac- 
ticable, the individual interests of the stockholders, while the 
most perfect security is afforded to the public for the correct 
and faithful management of these institutions. 

As it is important that provision should be made for the 
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safe and profitable investment of the amount expected to be 
"received on account of the militia claim, it has been suggest- 
ed that our banking system should be arranged in reference 
to the attainment of this object. For this purpose, two dif- 
ferent plans have been contemplated. One is the establish- 
ment of a State Bank with branches, the stock to be held 
jointly by the State and by individuals, similar to the Bank 
of the United States. But to the adoption of this measure 
numerous, and to my mind unanswerable objections are pre- 
sented, which it may not be necessary at this time to enumer- 
ate. Another less objectionable plan, which I respectfully 
recommend to your consideration, proposes that provision 
, should be made in the charters of the banks hereafter to be 
incorporated, or renewed, authorizing the State, at any time 
when the public interest should render it expedient, to take a 
limited amount in addition to the capital stock of any such 
bank, with power to appoint one or more directors, in propor- 
tion to the amount of stock thus taken. 

The report of the Commissioners appointed to examine 
into the transactions and to ascertain the condition of the 
several banks in the State will be laid before you, by which 
it appears that they are all in a sound condition, well entitled 
to public confidence, and have substantially conformed to the 
law, and the rules and regulations prescribed in their respec- 
tive charters of incorporation. 

At the present session of the Legislature, the period has 
arrived in which it is required by the Constitution that a new 
valuation of the taxable property in the State shall be taken, 
the number of the inhabitants ascertained, and a new appor- 
tionment of Senators and Representatives established. 

With regret I have observed of late a disposition to dis- 
parage the militia, and discourage individual exertions to pro- 
mote its discipline and eflliciency. The privilege of bearing 
arms is among the most important of the rights guaranteed to 
the citizen by the provisions of the federal constitution.' This 
privilege would be useless to the people for protection or self- 
defence, without an efiicient system of combined operation. 
In a country like ours, whose free and republican forms of 
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government are necessarily opposed to large and permanent 
military establishments, the local militia affords, in the first 
instance, our only defence in time of war, and at all times 
constitutes the only armed power, which the State govern- 
ment can command to protect the civil authority, and enforce 
a due obedience to the laws. Prudence and patriotism would 
also require us to anticipate and guard against the evils, 
which have ever proved the ruin of other republics. If it 
should be the fortune of this nation to be again involved in 
war, which history and experience shew to be at least proba- 
ble, victorious armies and successful generals might arise, 
whose power and ambition would require stronger restraints, 
than written laws and constitutions could afford. In such an 
event, nothing but a people armed, and so organized and 
trained as to feel a confidence in their own strength, could 
keep in awe unprincipled ambition > and constitute, as it 
were, a national guard to protect and preserve the liberties 
of their country. 

From a full conviction, therefore, of the importance of 
cherishing our militia, I cannot too strongly recommend the 
adoption of, or continued adherence to that system of dis- 
cipline and organization, which may be considered best cal- 
culated to render the establishment respectable and efficient. 

The standing laws now in force in the State, require at 
present, it is believed, little or no alteration^ In their opera- 
tion they continue in general to produce their designed 
effects, and are in accordance with the public sentiment, and 
the wants of the community. It would be unsafe, therefore, 
without urgent reasons, and merely from the oflen delusive 
hope of improving our condition by an untried experiment, to 
attempt any sudden and material alteration in the leading 
principles of those laws and usages, which were transmitted 
to us by our fathers, under which they prospered and were 
happy, and which now, being well known and understood, 
constitute the main pillars in the structure of our civil lib- 
erties. 

The law on one subject, however, may form an exception 
to the general code, and from the interest recently manifested 
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in relation to it, as well as from its intrinsic importance, may 
be deserving of your consideration. I 9.11ude to imprison- -^ 
ment for debts arising on civil contracts. I am aware that 
the practice is supported by the sanction of antiquity, and 
that a radical change in favor of the personal liberty of the 
debtor may be viewed by some as an innovation upon estab- 
lished usage, which the occasion and the public interest seem 
not to warrant or require. But the laws upon this subject 
have already, by frequent revisions, been greatly moderated 
from their former rigor, and do now, in most cases, authorize 
merely a nominal imprisonment, which may occasion consid- 
erable expense and vexation to the debtor, without affording 
any additional security or benefit to the creditor. And the 
increasing progress of the liberal sentiments of the age seems 
clearly to indicate, that the period in this country is rapidly 
approaching, when honest poverty and misfortune shall na 
longer be subjected to the punishment, which is due only to 
fraud and to crimed The effect of the indiscriminate imprison- 
ment of the honest and the dishonest, the debtor and the 
felon, is in many respects injurious to the morals and welfare 
of the community. It disheartens and paralizes the debtor, 
renders him less able to pay his debts, to support himself or 
family, and deprives society of the benefits that might be 
derived from his industry and talents. Imprisonment, as a 
punishment, is divested of the odium and disgrace, which 
should ever attend it, and thus becomes less efficacious in 
deterring the unprincipled from the commission of fraud upon 
their creditors, as well as from other offences. In order to 
remedy these evils, let it be the object of the law, while it 
enforces it sanctions, to make a distinction between poverty 
and fraud, misfortune and crime. If the debtor be dishonest, 
and has secreted or transferred his property, with intent to 
defraud his creditors, let the law, while it protects the poor 
and honest from arrest and imprisonment for debts hereafter 
contracted, provide a remedy, more scrutinizing than the pre- 
sent one, for the detection of the fraud, and a compulsory 
process against the fraudulent debtor, by which- payment of 
his debts may be more effectually secured and enforced. 
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In connection with this subject, the assignments of proper- 
ty, so frequently made of late by insolvent debtors for the 
benefit of their creditors, may be mentioned, as requiring 
some salutary regulations to be established by law for the 
equitable distribution of the property assigned among all the 
creditors, who after notice shall assent to the assignment. 
By the mutual consent of the debtor and his creditors these 
assignments may thus be made to operate as a voluntary in- 
solvent law, and promote in most cases the interests of all the 
parties concerned. Unjust preferences of favored creditors 
made in these assignments, and fraudulent attachments of 
property, for pretended debts, should also be guarded against 
by the law. 

These subjects are mentioned, with the view that they 
might elicit the public attention, and at this, or some less busy 
session of the Legislature, receive the consideration, to which 
they may appear to be entitled. 

I have now suggested the principal topics, to which I have 
deemed it proper, at the present time, to invite your attention. 
Should any thing further occur, of which it may appear inter- 
esting that you should be informed, I shall make it the subject 
of another communication. It only remains for me to assure 
you of my cordial co-operation in all measures interesting to 
our State and country, and to express my confident hopes, 
that harmony and justice, under the influence of that wisdom 
which is from above, will prevail in all your deliberations, and 
that after having finished the arduous and accumulated busi- 
ness of the present session, you may return to your homes, 
animated with the consciousness of having faithfully discharg- 
ed your duties, and receive as a merited reward, the approba- 
tion of your constituents.

The Joint Standing Committee on State Lands, to whom 
wtLS referred so much of the Governor's Message and accom- 
puijing documents as related to Mattanawcook road, have 
had the same under consideration and REPORT : 

For several years the attention of the State has been di- 
rected towards this road. Sundry appropriations have been 
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made, the first of which was expended, in laying out, clear- 
ing and making the road, so that about one half of it could 
be used with light waggons. The road, thus slightly and 
imperfectly made^ was represented to the Congress of the U. 
States as a State road, which they probably believed was 
completed, or would be so the following season. The U. 
States or military road commences at the end of this road, at 
MattanawCook stream. The existence of this road, had at 
the time, no doubt, its weight with Congress in inducing them 
to construct the military one, to the frontier of the State, for 
the purpose of^orming a perfect communication between 
navigable waters, and the military post. Were there no other 
reason, the State seem to be bound in good faith, to construct 
such a road as will enable the U. States to use their road, for 
the purpose for which it was intended. 

There are other considerations of great importance to the 
State. The State and military road, though partially finished, 
has had great effects. It has given an extraordinary impulse 
to the business and settlement of that part of the State, more 
particularly, the frontier where population is the most neces* 
sary. This will always be the principal avenue to the exten- 
sive and unsettled part of the State, and will aid, as it was 
intended, in the security and protection of the whole northern 
and eastern part of the frontier. 

The military road is all under contract, and will, with the 
bridge across the Mattawamkeag, be finished this year, which 
will make the communication between the Mattanawcook and 
Houlton, safe, easy and convenient at all seasons of the year, 
more so, than on any other road in the State of the same 
length. 

The whole length of the State road is about thirty miles, 
sev^n of which, including a long and expensive bridge, were 
made in 1829, and twelve miles in 1830, leaving eleven miles 
to be made. The amount expended on the road within the 
two last years is $8082 18, of which $7819 93 have already 
been liquidated by the appropriations made by the State. 
The balance remains unpaid. The road has been as well 
made as the materials about it would allow, if we except the 
culverts and drains. A little more expense and care in the 
construction of the culverts and graduating the drains, so as 
to prevent gullying, and in carrying off the water and pre- 
venting it from standing and moistening and loosenuig the 
materials of which the rOad is composed, would have saved 
much future expense. The turnpike, for the use which will 
be made of it, is too narrow ; it ought not to have been less 
than twenty two, if less than twenty four feet. It will be per- 
ceived such improvements in the making of the road would 
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have increased the expense fifty or sixty dollars a mile, inrbicb 
the Agent did not think it proper to incur, as it would make 
considerable difference in the length which he was otherwise 
enabled to make : the Committee therefore do not intend aoy 
reflection upon the conduct of the Agent : they believe he 
was influenced by the best intention of promoting the interest 
of the State. 

Many parts of the road, which have been made, are now 
much out of repair. The last season was wet, and the road 
was used for the transportation of heavy loads before it had 
had time to settle and consolidate. The country is level, and 
the soil is loom or clay, with little or no intermixture of 
gravel ; hence it will always be liable, but more particularly 
in wet seasons^ to be cut up and out of repair, unless some 
way in the use of it can be devised to prevent such results. 
The local population are not organized into towns or planta- 
tions, and are poor. The Courts have no authority to enforce 
the amendment of the road by indictment and fine or other- 
wise, and its repairs will be an expense to the State. 

Your Committee, from the examination they have given the 
subject, are convinced, that, if those who use the road for the 
transportation of heavy loads, were compelled to use broad 
rimmed wheels, much, if not all the expense of repairs would 
[be] saved to the State. The common argument of incon- 
venience and loss of wheels, has little or no application to 
this road. The country is new, and few carts' or waggons are 
yet brought into it by the local population, but if there were, 
the people would have no reasonable cause of complaint, 
when they neither made the road, nor are bound to keep it in 
repair. 

Every Resolve on the subject has vested a power in the 
Agent of making alterations. Alterations have been made to 
a considerable extent froQfi the first travelled path, further 
alterations in the unfinished part are contemplated ; and when 
the road is finished, there ought to be a survey of it, and 
plans thereof deposited with the records of the State and 
with the records of the County of Penobscot. 

After the Agent had finished his work last fall, forty or 
tnore rods of the causeway at Olamon stream were swept 
away by the freshet. The repair of it is indispensable and 
will be expensive. The Agent, the year before last, did not 
expend all the appropriation, to wit, the sum of $180 07, 
which he returned into the State Treasury-r-the last year he 
exceeded it by an accident in making his contracts ; but the 
money was well expended and for the benefit of the State, 
and there is*therefore ho cause of censure. The balance of 
expenditures over receipts by the Agent is two hundred forty 
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two dollars and twenty five cents, which has bfeen ascertaihed 
by the Goveiftoir and Gouncii, in their settlement of the 
. Agent's accounts. 

To make, finish and repair the road and satisfy the claim 
of Nehemiah Pierce, Esq. the late Agent, for labor and ex- 
petiditures by him already bestowed on said road beyond 
fbrnrier appropriations — your Committee recommend an ap- 
propriation of five thousand two hundred and fifty dollars.

Resolvedj That the Governor, with advice of Council, be, 
and hereby is authorized to appoint an Agent, whose duty it 
shall be under the direction of the Governor and Council, to 
make contracts and superintend the execution of the same, 
to repair and finish the road> leading from the South line of 
Township numbered Two, Old Indian Purchase, on the East 
side of Penobscot River to Mattanawcook Stream, where the 
same ' has been opened and partly made, unless said Agent . 
shall find some alterations therein necessary, and in that case, 
said Agent is authorizedHo make the road virhere it shall best 
accommodate the public. 

Resolved^ That said road shall be thoroughly made and 
turnpiked twenty-two feet wide at least, carefully drained, 
with a sufficient number of well constructed culverts, knd ^ 
side drains carefully and exactly graduated, and with drains 
lo convey the water in all places from the road, and prevent 
any washing thereof, or any loosening of the materials, of 
Vyhich the road is composed, by reason of stagnant waters. 

Resohedj That said Agent shall survey said road, and re- 
turn correct plans thereof into the office of the Secretary 
of State, and mto the Clerk's office of the Court of Sessions 
for the County of Penobscot. 

Resolved, That no person or persons shall be allowed to 
carry or transport over said road, greater or heavier weight, 
in any cart or waggon, at any one time, than fifteen hundred 
pounds, except the fellies of the wheels of the cart or waggon, 
are of the breadth of eight inches, under the forfeiture of 
five dollars for each and every offence, to be recovered in the 
name of the State, before any Court of competent jurisdiction. 
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by complaint, indictment or action of debt, and such forfeit* 
are when recovered, shall )}e appropriated to the use of the 
State.

Resolve requiriug Banks to make returns of their Capital Stock. 

Approved March 13, 1831. 

Whereas by a Law of this State passed March eighteenth, 
eighteen hundred and thirty, it was made the duty of the As- 
sessors of Towns and Plantations, among other things, to 
lodge in the office of the Secretary of State, a copy of a true 
and perfect list of all the rateable estate, both real and per- 
sonal, lying within or adjacent to their respective towns and 
plantations, to be the basis of a new valuation, and whereas 
there is a deficiency in those returns of one million three hun- 
dred thousand dollars in the item of Bank Stock; and whereas 
the Governor in his Message of the first of March, eighteen 
hundred and thirty one, says that no returns affording the 
desired information upon this subject, appear to be oa file in 
the office of the Secretary of State ; therefore 

Resolved^ That the several incorporated Banks in this State, 
be, and they hereby are, directed forthwith to lodge in the 
office of the Secretary of ^tate, a return of their Capital Stock, 
specifying th6 whole number of shares ; the number owned 
by individuals, not specifying their names, but the town or 
plantation in which they live, if in this State ; the number 
owned by charitable, religious or literary Institutions; the 
number owned by widows or orphans ; and the number owned 
by individuals residing out of this State, as they existed on 
the first day of May last ; which return shall be signed and 
jsworn to, by the Cashier of such Bank. 

Resolvedj That the Secretary of State be,-and he hereby is 
directed to transmit a copy of this Resolve, to each of the 
Banks in this State, and request their immediate compliance 
with its requisitions.

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Chapter S4. 

Resolve in favor of Jane Hil!. 

Approved March 12, 1831. 

For the reasons set forth in the petition of Jane Hil), rep* 
resenting that her husband Henry Hill, late of Paris, in the 
County of Oxford, deceased, died seized and possessed of 
certain real estate in said Paris, consisting of three parcels of 
-land, containing fifty nine acres, valued at one hundred and 
eighty dollars — that said estate will escheat to this State, and 
that the same is necessary for the support of the said Jane 
Hill, she being aged and infirm ; 

Resolved, That the State hereby relinquishes all claim to 
the following described parcels of land in Paris, in the County 
of Oxford, being the same whereof Henry Hill, late of said 
Paris, died seized ; the first parcel bounded as follows, viz. 
beginning at the South West corner of lot numbered Three, 
in the seventh range of lots in said town, in the centre of the 
road leading by said farm ; thence North seventy two degrees 
East thirty nine rods ; thence North nineteen degrees East 
one hundred and twenty three rods ; thence North eleven 
degrees West forty rods to the lot line ; thence South seventy 
two degrees West fifty eight rods ; thence South sixteen de- 
grees East seventy rods ; thence South fifteen degrees West 
ten rods ; thence South eight degrees East twelve rods ; 
thence South thirty one degrees West twenty five rods ; thence 
South twenty five degrees West forty six rods to the first 
bound, containing thirty eight acres and forty seven rods.

Reaolvedy That there be allowed and paid out of the Trea- 
sury of the State, to Bartholomew B. Boies, the sum of two 
hundred and ninety seven dollars, in full compensation for bis 
services rendered to the State ; and that the Governor with 
advice of Council, be authorized to draw his warrant on the 
Treasurer for the same. 



STATE OF MAINE. 
House of RepresentativeSi Feb^y 28, 1831. 

The committee to whom was referred a Resolve in favor of 
Charles Miller and John C. Glidden, and also the petition of 
Samuel Searle, haVe had the same under consideration, and 
Report as follows : — 

The Resolve is to authorize the Governor to draw his war- 
rant on the Treasurer in favor of said Miller and Glidden, for 
the sum of thirteen hundred and sixty-six dollars and sixty-six 
cents, for completing about nine miles of the Canada Road, 
so called, pufsuant to an appropriation made, and the appoint- 
ment of said Miller and Glidden for that purpose, by a Re- 
solve of March 17, 1830. The aggregate of the appropria- 
tion wasj the unexpended balance of the appropriation for 
the same object made the preceding year, amounting to 
$ 1 ,3S 1 04 ; and a new appropriation of $4, 1 00 00. The latter 
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was payable in three inttalnients, the last of which remaras 
unpaid. The two first instalments, together with the unex* 
pended balance, have been paid to said Miller and Gliddeo. 
They gave bonds for the faithfal construction of the road 
according to the Resolve, conditioned to complete the same 
by the first day of November last. 

By virtue of the same Resolve of March 17, 1830, said 
Searle was appointed agent 'Ho examine and inspect said 
road firom time to time, and upon the completion thereof by 
faid Miller and Glidden, to certify to the Governor and Coun- 
cil whether the same has been made and completed, in a good 
and workmanlike manner." Upon such certificate being 
made, the Governor was authorized to cause the third instal- 
ment of the $4100 mentioned, to be pdid to Miller and Glid- 
den. 

The road mentioned is a part of the same surveyed and laid 
out by Massachusetts in 1817. Prior to the separation, but 
little was done to construct the road. In February, 1827, 
this State, by a Resolve, authorized the Governor, by advice 
of Council, to appoint one or more agents to examine thi^ 
road as laid out by Massachusetts in 1817, and to make such 
alterations therein as may be beneficial ; to mark the line of 
the road conspicuously on trees or otherwise, and to make 
return of their doings to the Governor and Council. The 
same Resolve further authorized the appointment of one or 
mpre agents to cause to be made so much of the road as was 
laid out over lands belonging to this State, and also one half 
of that portion which was laid out over lands belonging to 
this State and Massachusetts jointly : Provided, Massachu- 
setts would give assurance that she would make that part of 
the road which was over her lands, and one half of that part 
which was laid out over lands of Massachusetts and Maine 
jointly. ' 

Under the provisions first mentioned, Messrs. Samuel Red- 
ington, Joseph Sewall, and Abijah Smith, were appointed 
agents to examine, make alterations in the route and mark it 
in the manner above named. 

In the meantime, to wit, in June, 1827, Massachusetts by a 
Resolve of her Legislature, acceded to the proposition of this 
State contained in the Resolve of February, 1827, and appro- 
priated a township of land by a grant of the same to this 
State, on the condition that this State should, within two 
years from that date, make and construct the road, to the ac- 
ceptance of the Land Agent of Massachusetts, as laid out by 
Massachusetts in 1817. 

When Messrs. Redington, Sewall and Smith, reported their 
doings to the Governor and Council, as contemplated by tha 
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Resolve of February, 1827, they reported and recommended 
two alterations in the road laid out by Massachusetts in 1817, 
one of which was embraced in that part subsequently under- 
taken to be constructed by Miller and Glidden as aforesaid. 
The character and importance of this alteration may be un« 
derstood from the following description of it copied from said 
Agents' Report : — 

^' Where the principal alteration is made, the road of 1817, 
crosses the end of Bcdd Mountain for the distance of three or 
four miles, a rugged route, with hills rising to the attitude of 
six or eight hundred feet in perpendicular admeasurement; 
and in some places, for very considerable distances, too steep 
to be ever crossed by loaded teams, and in one part an almost 
impassable bed of rocks, and liable also to extreme injury 
.from the mountain stream in rainy seasons, from the force of 
which we could discover no means of securing the road, 
however well made, without enormous expense." 

" The new road is laid out West of ihe old one, and nearly 
at the foot of the mountain ; and shortens the distance and 
entirely avoids the dangers and difficulties of the old road." 

Said Agents, in addition to this survey and making of the 
road fVest of Bald Mountain as just described, also surveyed 
and marked the road over the mountain, as laid out by Massa« 
chusetts in 1817, that a new survey of that part of the old 
road, thus cut off by the alteration proposed, might not be 
necessary, in case Massachusetts should decline to modify the 
condition of her aforesaid grant, so as to allow the alteration. 
The LjBgislature of 1828, to whom was referred the said 
Report of Redington, Sewall and Smith, also deemed this 
alteration of the highest importance. In the report of their 
committee on the subject, they say, "The Resolve of Massa- 
chusetts passed June last, granting township No. 5, of the 2d 
Range North of the Bingham tract, toward the construction of 
the Canada Road, required of us two conditions. First, that 
the road should be cpmpleted in one year from next June. 
Second, that the road should be constructed on the same 
route that was laid out by virtue of a Resolve of Massachu- 
setts, passed June 17, 1817. 

"It may be unprofitable and perhaps impossible, for this 
State to fulfil the first condition ; and^a compliance with the 
second would be mutually injurious to the interests of Mas- 
sachusetts and Maine^ as will be perceived by reference to 
the report of the Agents appointed last season by this State. 
For should the contemplated road pass over Bald Mountain, 
so called, as does the old one, laid out by authority ofMassa- 
chusetts, it would completely frustrate one great design of 
this road, which is, to afford facility to the transportation 
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of agricultural produce, and other heavy articles of trade. 
To avoid the aforesaid mountaiu, the acclivity of which is 

uttery inaccessible by a loaded team, and nearly so by a. 
travelling carriage, and also to correct several unnecessary 
deviations in the old route, from a straight line, were the 
principal objects of the survey last autumn. After strict re- 
search, and much labor, the Agents discovered a pass between 
Bald Mountain and a stream of water, which obviates the dif- 
ficulty of that hill, and by reference to the plan it will be 
Been, that the road is straightened in several places, by a 
route equally if not more level. All the objects of the survey 
having been thus happily accomplished, by the assiduity of 
our agents, it now remains for Massachusetts to adopt these 
corrections, which we consider indispensable to the future 
usefulness of the road, by such alterations of her Resolve of 
June last, as she may think proper." 

The same committee reported a Resolve, accepting the 
townships granted by Massachusetts aforesaid, on the condi- 
tion that Massachusetts should accede to the alteration of the 
road as proposed. This Resolve passed January 24, 1828. 
And in February of the same year, upon the foregoing repre- 
sentations, Massachusetts passed a Resolve authorizing the 
Agents o( this State *' to alter the course and direction of 
said road, in such a manner as to conform to the route (then) 
lately examined and reported by the Agents of this State" — 
Messrs. Redington, Sewall, and Smith, and also extended the 
time allowed this State to complete the road, to the first day 
of November, 1830. 

Shortly after this, the Land Agent, under authority of this 
State, sold the township of land thus granted by Massachu- 
setts, the proceeds of which, being ^4,187 60, were expended 
on the said road. These proceedings on the part of this State, 
it will be perceived, made it incumbent on this State, not 
only from interest, but from her agreement with Massachu- 
setts', to construct the road West of the Bald Mountain, and 
this too, by the first day of November last. And to fulfil this 
two-fold obligation of interest and agreement, Messrs. Miller 
and Glidden were appointed Agents as aforesaid, and Mr. 
Searle was appointed Agent to examine and report said Mil- 
ler and Glidden's doings. For this last mentioned agency, 
Mr. Searle, in his petition, prays to be allowed a recompense. 
But the propriety of allowing either of these claims, must de- 
pend on the fidelity with which the business of these Agencies 
has been executed. 

As to his own doings, Mr. Searle certified to the Governor 
and Council — a copy of which is herewith submitted— that in 
May last, before any work had been done, he went over the 
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ground and carefMy examined the route of said road— that 
on the first of June, when the work on the road commeneed, 
he attended and took upon himsdf the superintendance and 
direction of the work, and remained on the ground the great- 
er part of the time until the 19tb of October ^ast, when the 
^ame was completed. 

. As to Messrs. Miller and Glidden's doings, Mr. Searle fur- 
ther certified — that they let the work out to sub-contractors 
•—that by these sub-contractors **The whole of the road from 
the Million acres to the boundary line between this State and 
the Province of Lower Canada has been faithfuUy, and well 
made, and is now safe and convenient to pass on with carts 
and carriages." 

If this certificate were true, Mr. Searle is unquestionably 
entitled to the allowance of his account, and Messrs. Miller 
and Glidden were entitled to receive the sum mentioned in 
the Resolve drawn in their favor, when such certificate was 
filed with the Governor and Council, If said certificate were 
true, Maine also would have fulfilled the conditions of the 
Resolve of Massachusetts, on which the township aforesaid > 
was granted by Massachusetts to this State. But it has ap- 
peared to your committee beyond a doubt, and from Mr. 
Searle's own statements and admissions^ that the route con- 
templated by the Resolve of Massachusetts, passed February, 
1828, and by the Resolve of this State, passed March, 1830, 
and under which, Searle, Miller, and Glidden were appointed 
to act, has not been pursued by either of those agents, al- 
though so fully agreed on by the two States as "indispensable 
to the future usefulness of the road." And although Mr. Searle 
in bis said certificate to the Governor and Council, gave no 
intimation that any departure fi-om said route had been made 
by either himself, or Miller and Glidden, your committee find 
that the road has been constructed exclusively on the route 
surveyed by Massachusetts in 1617 ; and the important alte* 
ration, adopted by the two States, to avoid "Bald Mountain 
for the distance of three or four miles, a rugged route, with 
hills rising to the altitude of six or eight hundred feet in per- 
pendicular admeasurement, and in some places, for very con- 
siderable distances, too steep to be ever crossed by loaded 
teams, and in one part an almost impassable bed of rocks," 
has been entirely disregarded. As it has been constructed, 
the road passes over Bald Mountain, and thereby, according 
to the report of the Legislature of 1828, quoted above, "one 
great design of this road has been completely frustrated." At 
any rate, "the principal ^object of the survey" of 1827, has 
been lost, and in a manner, according to the further represen- 
tation of the Legislature of 4828, ^'materially injurioue to 
the interests of Massachusetts and Maine.^^

Under these circumstances, whether Massachusetts i^ill 
confirm her grant to this State, by adopting such a departure 
from the route which this State has heretofore recommended 
as indispensable to the future usefulness of the road, cannot 
now be known, and consequently the whole injury to this 
State, of the omission of the said Agents to make said road 
where they were directed, and within the time required, can- 
not be estimated. There was evidence before your committee 
in the shape of depositions from sundry persons, that the 
road constructed by these Agents is safe and good, or equal 
to that constructed in former years. But more than one third 
part of it is on a route not authorized ; and a portion of this 
part, over Bald Mountain, can never be secured, ^^however 
well made, without enormous expense," if the report of 
Messrs. Redington, Sewall and Smith, already referred to, 
can be relied on. 

One reason assigned by Mr. Searle for constructing the 
road over Bald Mountain, is, that the sub-contractor of Miller 
and Glidden absolutely refused to build the road west of the 
mountain, and said he would rather forfeit his bonds than do 
so. It does not, however, appear, from Mr. Searle's certifi- 
cate aforesaid, to the Governor and Council, that he forbid 
the making of the road over the mountain — but to your com- 
mittee it appeared that Mr. Searle acquiesced in the selection 
of that route, and continued, as his said certificate shows, his 
"superintendance and direction of the work," until completed. 
It is estimated by Mr. Searle, that it would have cost the con- 
tractors from two to three thousand dollars more to build the 
road west of the mountain, as required by the Resolve of 
1830, than it did to build it over the mountain. This was 
undoubtedly the consideration which induced the alteration 
from the route preferred by the two States interested. 

Another reason for it, assigned by Mr. Searle, is, that he 
knew the route of the road only by report — that he had not 
the papers containing the courses and distances with him — 
that he called on the Governor for them in April last, and the 
latter promised to forward them to him, but never did so. 

It did not, however, appear, that Mr. Searle was ignorant of 
the route West of Bald Mountain. Messrs. Redington, Sew- 
all and Smith reported that they had marked it conspicuously. 
Mr. Searle, in his aforesaid certificate, says, that in May last, 
before the work commenced, he went over the "ground and 
carefully examined the route of said road," and does not inti- 
mate that he then met with any difficulty in tracing it. From 
the conversation, alluded to above, which he says he had 
with Miller and Glidden's sub-contractors, it would also ap- . 
pear manifest, that Mr. Searle knew the proper route was 
west of Bald Mountain. 
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Mr. Miller gtaied to the committee, that the road was made 
" according to the direction of Mr. Scarle" ; — that " during 
the time said work was going on, said Searle was present daily, 
and gave particular direction as to the place where^ and the 
inanner in which said road should be made." Mr. Searle*s 
certificate confirms this statement, in that it sap that he, 
Searle, " attended and took upon himself the supenntendance 
and direction of the work." 

Mr. Miller further stated, that he applied to the Governor 
for the papers relating to the road, its route, courses and dis- 
tances, and was told by the Governor, that the papers wcAld 
be sent to Mr. Searle, or that Mr. Searle would have them, 
and direct the route and making of the road. Mr. Miller also 
stated, that he informed .his sub-contractors in Mr. Searle's 
presence, that the Governor had, made the statement just 
mentioned, and that Mr. Searle would direct them where to 
construct the road. Which, not being controverted by Mr. 
Searle; rendered it obvious to your committee, that Mr. 
Searle knew that the direction, as to where the road should 
be constructed, devolved on him exclusively, and ought not 
to have been made over Bald Mountain. 

Under these circumstances, and while your committee can- 
not know whether Massachusetts will, or will not, hold this 
State to comply with the condition of her Resolve -of Februa- 
ry, 1828, which requires the road to be made West of the 
Bald Mountain, nor that Massachusetts will not reclaim her 
aforesaid township of land as the road was not made by the 
first of November last, your committee have not deemed it 
proper to recommend an allowance of the claims of either of 
the aforesaid Agents, without the direction of the House upon 
the foregoing facts, which are respectfully submitted.

The undersigned, under the Resolve of the Legislature 
passed on the seventeenth day of March, 1830, entitled ^^ Re- 
solve in favor of the Canada Road," having, on the 29th of 
the same March^ been appointed an Agent, ta examine and 
inspect said road from time to time ; and upon the completiojti 
thereof; by the Agents appointed by the Resolve aforesaid; to 
certify to the Governor and Council, whether the same has 
been made and completed in a good and workmanlike maaiieri

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respectfully Reports thereon, and herewith submits bis ac- 
coqnt of bis tiine aod ejcpeoses io attending to the duties as- 
signed him. 

xn May last, before any work had been done thereon, I 
went over the ground and carefully examined the route of 
said road, anrd soon after Messrs* Miller and Glidden, the 
Agents named in the Resolve, who had undertaHen to. make, 
or cause to be made, the road as therein described, contracted 
with Hall Clei^ents, of Waldo, to make two thirds of the same 
road, and Amos Shed, of Norridgewock, in the County of 
Somerset, tp make the other third part of said road. On the 
first of Jiine, the said Clements and Shed divided their jobs 
and commenced making the road, at which time I attended 
and took upon myself the superintendence and direction of 
the work. I remained with them and was on the ground the 
greater p^rt of the time from the commencement of the work 
until the 19th of October, 1830, at which time the same 
was completed. The first part of the season and during the 
ponths of June and July, there was much rain and the weather 
lyas unfavorable for working on the road ; in many places 
and especially the half mile which was left un6i|i9hed in 1829, 
the ground wa3 so wet that it could not be thrown up or 
worked upon to advantage until September. Th,e contractors 
however, £iucoeeded in getting the whole done in a faithful 
and workmanlike mauner ; the trees have been taken out by 
the roots, the stones removod \ the ground levelled, ploughed 
and turnpiked ; substantial bridges have been built over all 
tb^ rivers and streams and covered with hewn timber ; suffir 
f iept w^ter courses, drains and ditches made to carry off tb^ 
water \ and in my opinion the road is made in all respects 
equal to, if not better, than that pjjrt of the road which was 
finished in 1829, under the direction of Messrs. Whitney, 
Redington and Johnson. I have also procured twenty-four 
small brass plates with the number of miles " From Canada 
Line," engraved on each, and have placed the same on hewn 
cedar posts by the road at the end of each mile from the line 
to the Million Acres. 

The whole of the rosid fron^i the Million Acres to the houn^ 
dary line between this State and the Province' of Lower Can- 
ada has been feithfoHy and well made, and is now safe and 
convenient to pas» in with carts and carriages, ftrt inasmuch 
as some parts ttereof, being made late in the season, and not 
having had time to settle, may be injured by frost in the win- 
ter or by raiM in the spring so as to need repair^i : 

The contractors have, in order to be discharged from their 
^ligations, plaood in my hands a sum, in my opinion suffi- 
ciMl (^make all such repaira on the part of the road made

Re$olvedy That the Governori with advice of Council, be

MESSAGE OF THE GOVERNOR. 

To th^ Senate and 

House of Ripreeentatives : 
It affords me pleasure to be enabled to communicate to the 
Legislature the information, that I am advised by his Excel- 
lency the Governor of Massachusetts that the sum of four 
hundred and nineteen thousand seven hundred and forty-eight 
dollars and twenty six cents has been received by him from 
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the General Government^ towards the claim of Massachusetts 
for Militia Services during the last war. 

I am assured by the Governor of Massachusetts that . the 
items which have been postponed, together with all the unli- 
quidated portions of the account, will be subject of further 
faithful attention under the management of the able Repre- 
sentative of that State, to whose conduct this subject has been 
specially assigned. 

His Excellency informs me that he has proposed to the 
l^egislature of that Commonwealth now in Session, an order 
for the payment to the State of Maine of the share to which 
"vvre are entitled by virtue of the provision in the Act of Sepa- 
ration. It will be. necessary that the Legislature of this State 
should pass a corresponding Resolve authorizing the receipt 
o£ the same into the Treasury of the State.

Governor and Council ; and conditioned also that saidobli" 
gors shall not ask for, or receive any remuneration-y^rcom*- 
pensation from the State, for any sum or sums - of. money, 
\irhich may be paid by them, or for any materials -or labor, 
^i^hich may be required and furnished by them.to fuliil and 
perform the conditions aforesaid ; and that any application by 
said obligors for any such remuneration or compensation, or 
the receipt thereof by them, shall be taken and deemed a 
breach of the condition of said bond, and that, in a suit on 
said bond for breach of the condition thereof, said obligors 
shall pay the whole penal sum of said bond, .deducting there- 
from only the amount, which they shall prove to have been 
expended, in the performance of said conditions, beyond said 
sum of twenty five thousand dollars ; — and that there be and 
hereby is appropriated the sum of fifteen hundred and seventy 
five dollars for furniture, for the accommodation of the Legis- 
lature, and also the sum of thirty eight hundred and fifty nine 
dollars and twenty nine cents, for reimbursing the Treasury 
the amount advanced beyond appropriations before made, 
and for the payment of outstanding claims on account of the 
Public Buildings ; which sums shall be obtained a/s hereinaf-* 
ter provided ; and the Governor, with the advice and consent 
of the Council, is hereby authorized to draw his warrants from 
time to time, for any part of said sums in favor of the Commis* 
sioner of the Public Buildings, to be by him expended and 
accounted iWr in such manner as the Governor and Council 
may direct.

The Committee on State Lands, to whom was referred so 
much of the Governor's Message, as related to that subject, 
and to whom also was referred the Land Agent's report, have 
attended to the same, and ask leave to REPORT : 

It seems to be conceded, that our State lands have not been 
well managed. Without examining the details, the conclu- 
sion is drawn from results. If a new system is based simply 
upon the results, without a careful examination of the system 
and the causes which produced the results, the new one will, 
very likely, share the fate of the one it was intended to reme- 
dy ; and will not be likely to answer public expectation. 

One of the first effects produced under the systems we have 
had of managing our public lands, was confusion, and conse- 
quently waste and loss. This may be charged either upon 
the systems themselves, or may be owing to the manner of 
administering them. Another effect has been, the reduction 
of the value of the lands, and consequently, many purchasers 
have been driven from the market. This, however, may have 
arisen from throwing more land inta the market, than was 
sufficient to supply the demand, or there may have been a 
combination of other causes in the production of the result. 
The sale of large tracts, has had very little effect towards in- 
creasing the settlement of the county, or in changing it from 
a wilderness to a state of production. There is a defect 
somewhere which requires a remedy. 

Perhaps we cannot do better than to resort to history and 
experience, and, from those sources learn wisdom. Without 
examining -minutely all the systems, it may be necessary to 
notice only a few of the most prominent ones, since the first 
settlement of our country. It was the practice and policy of 
the British government to grant large tracts of territory, to 
encourage speculation and adventure, and to forestall the 
French, who were at the same time pushing their settlements 
in this part of North America. Beside such inducements, 
the creation and perpetuation of large estates in families were 
in accordance with the genius and principles of a monarchi- 
cal government, and tended to perpetuate its power. Much 
mischief arose from the great extent and indefiniteness of the 
grants ; the government was perplexed with the various peti- 
tions and complaints of the patentees, and ibis State has felt, 
and still continues to feel the evils, which have thus been . 
entailed upon it. 

The grants to the Plymouth Company, . and to Brigadier 
General Waldo, are solne among the many, which the people 
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of ibis State have abundant cause to ^eplore. They had not 
the least effect in encouraging the settlement of the country; 
on the contrary they retarded it, and, from a combination of 
caused, tended to demoralize the community. The limits of 
the grants were indefinite, and when the people who had set-> 
tied upon them, had paid the persons who called in the names 
of the proprietors once, and in some instances twice, when 
they were again called upon to pay for the same land very 
naturally claimed some rights for themselves. Such was the 
state of feeling, which had arisen, and such was the desire of 
the owners of land to extend their claims as far as possible, 
that the government found it necessary, by legislative enact* 
ments, to restrain the rapacity of the landlord, and to secure 
to the tenant the fruits of his hard earnings. The law which 
was passed, was just and equitable in its provisions, securing 
to the landlord all the soil was worth, and to the tenant, the 
value of his improvements. But notwithstanding the just and 
equitable principles of the law, its effects were demoralizing, 
as every one must have observed, who has witnessed the ad- 
ministration of it in our Courts of Judicature. The just rights 
of the people had so long been in jeopardy, that their prejudi- 
ces were generally if not universally excited against every 
one, who appeared in the character or name of a landed pro- 
prietor. They did not visit the wrongs, which they had sus- 
tained, upon the real author, the granting power; but upon 
such as claimed under those grants. The people considered 
the landholders as the sole authors of the mischief, and con- 
sidered their property a fair object of possession, which, they 
thought themselves justified in acquiring by any means ; 
hence individuals otherwise respectable, have not hesitated to 
state under the sanction of an oath, opinions, which they 
would not have dared to avow by their own firesides, lest the 
correctness of their judgment should be questioned. 

The granting power was transferred from the Council of 
Plymouth to theProvince of Massachusetts Bay. The change 
did not destroy the evil, for large tracts were still granted. 
A few years before the revolution, in order to encourage the 
settlement of the country, certain conditions were annexed, 
such as building meeting houses, and putting on the tract, a 
certain number pf families. The new conditions, which 
promised much in theory, were futile in practice. The gov- 
ernment did not for noncompliance with its requirements, 
deseize the grantees-— speculation was encouraged, the lands 
were suffered to lie, in expectation that they would increase 
in value, and the settlement of the country ^was not advanced. 
Actuated by convenience or necessity, settlers established 
themselves along the sea board, and on some of our rivers. 
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iaduced by the hope of reaping advantages from the fish- 
eries, and the timber and game of the forests. They consid- 
ered the soil only as an abiding place, inasmuch as they placed 
i!o reliance on its annual productions for subsistence. Thus 
induced to establish themselves at different places, some be- 
came attached to their places of abode, and others became 
too poor to move, and in most instances the children were 
left to occupy the places of their ancestors. 

Though settlements were commenced within the limits of 
this State, under the charter of Gorges, early after the first 
settlement in New England, and great inducements held out 
to settlers, still the progress of settlement was slow* Even 
at the period of the revolution there were scarcely any settle- 
ments except on the sea coast, and few towns had acquired 
any considerable importance. In 1790, when the first census 
of the United States was taken, but a small portion of the 
territory was settled or even explored, except by hunters, and 
the centre of population was within the limits of the County 
of York. 

When Massachusetts was relieved from the troubles of the 
revolution, she early turned her attention to the sale and set- 
tlement of her wild lands. She was oppressed with debt and 
wished to place them in a'condition to raise a revSpue, either 
from sale or settlement. But she was held in bondage, by 
the old habits which had been formed under the grants of the 
Council of Plymouth, her own grants ; and under Indian 
grants, which she had recognized. There were, however, no 
grants North of the grants to the Plymouth Company, and the 
ten proprietors ; and none, which had been perfected East of 
the Penobscot River. Here, in this immense territory con- 
taining nearly two thirds of the whole State, was a field 
where she might have applied a system, which would have 
produced incalculable benefits, to herself and to the people. 
But influenced as she was by her necessities and her habits, 
she was very naturally led to adopt magnificent plans on pa- 
per, but such as were wholly inefficient in causing the settle- 
ment of the country. Her plans, however plausible they 
might appear, were premature- — they neither changed public 
opinion or induced the people to settle and cultivate the 
country. 

A few schemes of the government will be noticed. One 
was to dispose of the land by lottery. A magnificent scheme 
was adopted of selling and settling one or two millions of 
acres oi) the East side of the Penobscot River, in lots of vari- 
ous sizes, from one hundred and sixty to twenty thousand 
. acres. The whole section was divided on paper into Town- 
ships, and the Townships into lots, and every ticket was to 
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draw a prize of not less than one hundred and sixty acres. 
The tickets were five dollars each. It was supposed, the in- 
ducements held out to the public by the scheme would caus6 
not only a sale of all the land thus alluringly offered to the peo- 
ple, but in its consequences the settlement of that section of ter- 
ritory. Such were not however the oonsequences. Few of the 
tickets were sold, and where they were, and land was drawn, 
settlement was not ^. consequence that followed. The holders 
of prize tickets were content to let them lie, and they did lie, 
until within a few years, when the natural progress of settle- 
ment was such, as to bring them to the notice of speculators, 
who have purchased them at moderate prices. Thus, there was 
nearly a total failure in all the effects which were intehded. 

The scheme of selling by lottery having failed, another suc- 
ceeding, of selling in large tracts, with the condition of per- 
forming certain acts on the' land, such as building meeting 
houses, and putting on a. certain number of settlers, or in lieu 
thereof to pay a certain sum of money a head for each settler 
not put on the Townships within a certain period. This was 
similar to the system which had been adopted by the colonial 
government. The State was in debt and the spirit of specu- 
lation in lands had arisen to a great height, and with a double 
view of replenishing the Treasury and settling the country, 
large tracts, and it may be said nearly the whole territory 
not before granted, was thrown into the niarket. Two very 
large tracts were granted, the residue of the lottery lands, 
and a large tract on the Kennebec. Another large tract was 
contracted to be sold extending to the Canada line, and con-* 
taining three millions of acres, the chief part of which was 
within the territory now unjustly claimed by the British. If 
this sale had been perfected, some benefit might have resulted 
from it ; it might have prevented the fictitious claim of the 
British, which has cost the governments vast sums of money, 
and which has, in some measure interrupted the advantages 
which our State would otherwise enjoy. In relation to tracts 
actually granted, what have been the advantages ? The State 
had the benefit of the purchase money, which she much need- 
ed ; but the lands were not and could not be settled, farther 
than natural causes produced it ; and there was no instance 
of the enforcement of the conditions of the sales according to 
their tenor. Whatever the consequences were to the propri- 
etors, and however much they may have paid to individuals 
for contracting with the government and assuming the per- 
formance of the conditions of the grants, in reljution to settling 
duties, the State has continued to prolong the time, leaving 
the performance of the conditions to the effect of natural 
causes, or the natural progress of settlement. 
10 
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There were iniay other graoU of l^rge tracts tootben, 
•ad to literary inttitotiont, with similar c€>Dditi<H»B annexed. 
All the lands granted to literanr institfitioDs were libenCe^ 
firom taxation. Some fectioni of the State have felt seferefr 
the operation of this system. Settlements have been prevest- 
ed| and public improvements retarded. In 8on>e places tki 
tracts thus granted, have been public nuisanees, inasmochsj 
they have prevented highways from being establisAed <0^ l 
wrought and have prevented the onward course of populatioD • 
into the foresU. Though these remarks are geDerB}lf true, I 
there is an exception in the grant to the Newr Salem Acad^ | 
my; but even here, the beneficial consequences are atlnbff-j 
table to the exertions of an individual, who, prompted bj tk 
desire of settling his family about him, which he could not 
do where he resided, penetrated the forest to the froDtieroi ^ 
the State, where he found land which answered his purpose. 
To this individual the State is indebted, for without bis exer- 
tions the frontier to this day, might have been a wilderneff, 
and the British might have endeavored to hare esiMished 
the North West angle of Nova Scotia near the Monumept, 
instead of Mars Hill. But an instance or two of beneficiai 
consequences cannot be a full justification of a system, wAicD 
has been in its general operation unequal and unjust. 

Sundry grants were made to such as begged them, fouod- 
in^ their claims upon the public interest. Such was the 
policy of the ffovernment and such their views in reUtion to 
the public lands, that the people on the most natural princi- 
ples, were induced to become beggars and the goveriwD^^' 
their dupes. There are few if any instances where grants 
were made on such inducements, where the anticipations of 
either party were realized. 

Among the last systems that Massachusetts adopted, w^^ 
that of giving away her lands to actual settlers. Townships 
were surveyed into lots and were to be conveyed to settlers 
on the condition of their clearing a specified quantity, erect- 
ing certain buildings, settling thereon and paying five dollarS) 
which was considered to be suflicient to defray the expenses 
of the State. The scheme, plausible enough in appearance, 
induced but few to settle, and most of them were of such a 
character as to prevent more reflecting and substantial mefl) 
frona settling in the same townships. Experience has shown 
, that lands, in townships partially settled in that mode, hnre 
been diminished in value, and do not sell so well and at so 
high a price as lands in more remote situations. 

Such are the brief outlines of the sale and management of 
the pul^lio lands before Maine became a separate and inde- 
pendent State. In looking back it is natural to suppose tftat 
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A£&tne with bo mttch experience or the eviU of fonner tyii* 

tems, would hftve devised a system of her own, which would 

l>a.v^ combined the true interest of the State aild the people. 

"What have been her systems ? It may be answered that she 

o&n scarcely be said to have had any, and none which she 

has pursued for more than a year or two at a time. • Such 

hcLve been the irregularities and confusion, that it is very 

difficult, and in some instances impossible to trace any thing 

with certainty in the. Land Office. It may in truth be sai(^ 

there was not any thing which could be called a system be^ 

fore the year 1824. 

It may not be unprofitable to take a brief notice of the 
several laws and resolves, which have had relation to the 
management of the public land in this State. The Resolve 
of June 26, 1820, provided for the appointment of a Surveyor 
and Land Agent. The duties of the Agent were limited to 
the performance of such aots and duties, relating to the pub* 
lie roads, and the care and preservation of timber on the pub* 
lie lands, as should be prescribed by the Governor. 

The Resolve of February 5th, 1822, provided for the ap«- 
pointment of one or more agents for the preservation of tim« 
ber on the public lands and for other purposes, whose duties 
were limited to the performance of such acts relating to the 
preservation of timber and grass on the public lands, or the 
sale of any part thereof, as the Governor from time to time, 
should prescribe. 

The Resolve of February 5th, 1823, related to the contracts 
of sale, made by the Commissioners of Massachusetts, and to 
the extension of time for the performance of settling duties 
on such tracts thereof, as had been assigned to Maine in the 
division of the public lands. 

The Resolve of February 8, 1823, authorizing the sale of 
State lands, and for other purposes, authorised the appoint* 
inent of an Agent or Agents, for the preservation, and to pre- 
vent the destruction of timber and grass standing and growing 
on the public lands. The Resolve authorized the sale of 
such lands as had been divided and were held in severalty by 
this State, in lots not exceeding five hundred acres each to 
actual settlers. The Governor was authorized to prescribe 
the manner and restrictions' of the sale and also to make and 
execute the deeds. This Resolve repealed the Resolve of the 
6th of February, 1622, as that did the Resolve of the 26th of 
June, 1820. 

These Resolves cannot be said to have prescribed a systemi 
and certainly no system which could be examined and under- 
stood, as they did not define the powers which were to be 
isxerciiied under them^ but vested a discretionary power in the 
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Governor, which was probably limited in its exercise by the 
varying circumstances of cases. No department was provided 
and organized, and it is now very ^difficult to trace the acts 
which were done under the Resolves. Some mcfy be, but 
others cannot be traced. The last was the only Resolve 
which' authorized the sale of land in tracts of not more than 
five hundred acres. ' The State thus far seems to have endea* 
vored to avoid the errors of former systems without adopting 
any permanent ene, of her own. Here perhaps may be the 
germ out of which the subsequent systems have grown. The 
inducing principle of this Resolve probably was the belief, 
that such tracts would entice purchasers and effect settle- 
ments, apd that if tracts were sold promiscuously, the forests 
would be broken in upon, and the sale and settlement of all 
the lands would be the consequence. Massachusetts was 
pursuing a different system, and Maine distrusting the wisdom 
of her own course, and supposing a more perfect system 
might be contrived, by a Resolve of February ilth, 1823, 
directed the Commissioners under the Act of Separation, to 
consider and report to the next Legislature, what, in their 
opinion might be the best mode of managing the public lands. 
They did consider the subject and made a report. A small 
par,t of the report was incorporated into a system, but the 
most important suggestions it contained, were entirely over*^ 
looked, that is the part which relates to sales to actual settlers 
and fixing the price of land. It will not be necessary to enter 
into a discussion of the principles of the report, as the Legis- 
lature to which it was made, by an Act passed February 2dth, 
1824, created a new system,. the principles of which, may be 
worthy of some examination. It made an important and pro- 
per innovation by its provisions for the appointment of a Land 
Agent, and in defining his powers and duties. This gave to 
the system a head restrained by certain rules, and not subser- 
vient to the discretion of any one. The three first sections 
appear to be founded upon the ideas contained in the last 
system of Massachusetts before the Separation, that is, on the 
principle of giving the lands away, with some modifications. 
The price in money was increased a little, an(] a new condi- 
tion was added, requiring the performance of certain labour 
on roads. It seemed tb promise, not only a sale of the lands, 
but lines of communication throug}i the forests as fast as the 
lands should be sold, and, in its consequences, an increased 
value to the unsold lands. What has been the result of this 
system? Some lands were sold under it, and the part of the 
contract to be performed in labor on the roads has not been 
of the least value to the State. No system of regular appro-^ 
priation of the labpr was prescribed by the law or the Land 
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Agent ; it has been performed in almost every instance where * 
fancy or interest dictated ; no roads have been opened by it^ 
"which have been of any value to the public. 

The fourth section provided for the sale of timber lands in 
trsicts not exceeding five hundred acres each. This section 
seems to have been founded upon a want of information con- 
cerning the dispositions of lumber men. Some tracts were 
sold, but if none had been, it would have been more for the 
interest of the State. The mode of laying out those lots in- 
terfered with other surveys, and the purchasers were let in to 
plunder the adjacent lands. If this branch of the system had 
been pursued to this time, the sales of a lot or two in a town- 
ship would have destroyed all the timber in the forest, unless 
the State had expended as much for its preservation as it was 
worth. 

The fifth, sixth, seventh, eighth and ninth sections relate to 
mill sites, the sale of reserved lots and of islands, the reserva- 
tion of one thousand acres in each township, and the right of 
preemption to actual settlers. These sections require no fur- 
ther notice. , . 
An additional Act was passed the 8th of March, 1826. This 
introduced an important feature into the system. It provided 
that land chiefly valuable for timber should be explored, ex- 
amined and sold by the Land Agent with the advice and con- 
sent of the Land Commissioners of this State. The size of 
the tracts and the whole quantity to be sold, and the mini- 
mum price was left to the Commissioners and Land Agent. 
This Act repealed the fourth section of a former act, -which 
authorized the sale of lands in tracts of five hundred acres 
each. This system continued in force nearly two years. The ^ 
system thus far, varied from year to year. Now large tracts 
of land were thrown into the market. The government had 
no doubt intended originally, to have avoided making large 
grants, but here it adopted the principle. During the conti- 
nuance of this system, sundry large tracts were granted to 
literary institutions. 

The effects produced by the system had been such, com- 
bined with the subsequent Acts of the Legislature in granting 
large tracts and giving the Land Agent authority to sell burnt 
and decaying timber, which was operating as a license to cut 
all timber in the forests^ that the people became entirely dis- 
satisfied with the whole, and the Legislature enacted another 
law for the sale and settlement of the public lands. The Le- 
gislature of the same year granted or authorized the sale or 
disposition of fifteen townships and a half for the erection of 
public buildings, construction of roads and other purposes. 
This alone^ wa^ sufficient; to have checked, if not to prevent 
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* the operation of a new system, however wise it n^ght have 
been in its provisions. 

An Act was passed the 20th of Feb. 1828, providing for the 
appointment of the Land Agent, and extending and defining 
his powers. It provided for the sale of eight timber town- 
ships annually, limiting the sate of one township to an indivi* 
dual or company. This was in addition to all the other town- 
ships, which were thrown into the market. It also authorized 
the sale of settling and waste lands, in any quantities, on 
eight years credit, the payment to be secured by securities or 
mortgage. 

The division of the lands into timber, settling and waste is 
perhaps peculiar to our system. It was probably caused by 
the influence of those, who had an interest in throwing large 
tracts into the market ; but it has been a very unfortunate and 
profitless division, because connected with the sales, it has 
forcibly impressed the idea upon the public mind, that much 
the largest portion of all our wild lands are unfit for settle- 
ment and cultivation. It has also kept down or reduced the 
price of our lands in the market, and has brought us back to 
the ancient system, of creating numerous and large proprie- 
tory interests. With some slight modifications. By it the ori- 
ginal intention of the government has been defeated. If we 
add the large tracts sold by Maine to those sold by Massachu- 
setts, it may not be too much to say, that the number of large 
grants made within eight or nine years, exceeds those of all 
former years. 

Observation furnishes one commentary, and the reports of 
Land Agents, another. The sale of numerous and large 
tracts produced a spirit of speculation, and the lands were 
purchased chiefly with a view of selling at an advance, and 
not for opening and settling the country. The State has de- 
rived little benefit from the sales except fi:om the considera- 
tion received in money. The reports shew the trifling consi- 
deration per acre, the State has received for large tracts, and 
the fairer consideration forMsmaller ones, particularly the tracts 
sold to actual settlers. The first class of sales, has not ex- 
tended and increased the settlement of the country near so 
much as the second. 

The whole quantity granted, sold and conveyed is 701,437 
acres, to which amount ought to be added 60 or 70,000 acres 
more, conditionally appropriated or granted, making. a total 
of about 770,000 acres, for which the State has received in 
cash and sureties, $182,648, from which sum are to be de- 
ducted the bad debts, expenses of surveys, pay of agents and 
other expenses connected with the Land Ofllce. A more 
minute reference to tlie report may not be unprofitable. The 
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first ye«iT's sales averaged 94 1-2 cents^ the second 33 cents, 
the third 26 cents, the fourth 14 cents, the fifth 31 cents, the 
sixth 17 cents, the first of the seventh 16 1-2 cents, and the 
remainder of the seventh 38 1-2 cents per acre. The average 
of the sales, that is 660,402 acres, is 27 1-2 cents per acre. 
If all the grants and contracts made by the State, during this 
period were added, the average would be reduced. The re- 
port of the late Land Agent' shows, that the sales to actual 
settlers have been fair, and that the average has been about 
70 cents per acre, particularly the last year, and were it not 
for- these sales, the average of the whole would be still farther 
reduced. The comparison of the report with the face of the 
country shows another fact. The lands- have sold well to ac- 
tual settlers so far as the forests have been penetrated with 
roads, and they have been rendered approachable, without 
cocnpelling the settler to expeod all his substance, and ex- 
haust all his energies in the approach to his abiding place. 
It is almost too obvious to remark that the class of our citi- 
zens, who would actually settle our country and extend a 
hardy and valuable population through our immense forests, 
cannot do it, while the lands are locked up* Their want of 
meai^, and the hardships and privations they must endure, 
repress their energies, and they and their sons remain on the 
spot which gave them birth. Another &ct is also shown by 
the report connected with the conduct of purchasers. The 
hopes and expectations of the State have not been reali2ed in 
the sales of large tracts of timber lands, and the ben^Mkial 
effects of the present system both as they relate to the settle- 
ment of the country, and the price of land, are derived chiefly 
from that part of it, which relates to settling lands. A single 
provision in a system if wise or productive of good, under a 
wise administration of it, if the residue be bad, is no justifi- 
cation for a continuance of the whole of it. 

From the reports of the Land Agents we have seen thus 
far, that 701,437 acres have been absolutely conveyed, and 
that 60 or 70,000 acres more are already appropriated for 
other purposes, since February, 1834. The last report of the 
Land Agent shows, the total amount of divided lands remain- 
ing unsold, is 1,615,787 acres, more than the 'half of which, 
ai^ very little exceeding the quantity conveyed by the State 
since the passage of the first general Land Law in 1824, lies 
North of the Monument line, and is now and has been, since 
May, ldl8» contrary to title and tight unjustly and fi-audulently 
claimed by the British. This may have bad some effect in 
retarding the settlement of the country, but it will not here- 
after in any conuderable degree, if the State pursues a system, 
which her rigiht^, her palicy, aad her inlefesi e^^lly dictate. 
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The report farther shows that the quaittity of land already 
surveyed, dispersed as it is through various townships, is only 
20b,483 acres, the balance of the residue is now out of the 
market, unless it should be sold to speculators, because it is 
beyond the natural or artificial highways of the country, and 
where no man, of small means, who would wish to become an 
inhabitant and an industrious cultivator of the soil, can ap- 
proach. To illustrate the position, we will suppose a man . 
sincerely disposed to provide for himself and family, possess- 
ing $1000, and could have 500 acres of the finest bottom 
lands on the Aroostook River, given him on the^ condition of 
actual settlement, he would oot do so well to take it on such 
condition in the present state of the country, as he would to 
purchase and pay his all for it, if there was a highway near or 
to it. A fault and a very material one In the system has been, 
in the profusion with which the land has been thrown into 
the market, when it could not be even approached and exa- 
mined without great labour and fatigue, which has to a great 
degree discouraged competition in the market. It has in fact 
been sold as the merchant sells his property, when his princi- 
pal object is to sustain from day to day his doubtful credit. 
It has not been managed as a man of ordinary capacity man- 
ages his own affairs. 

There has^ been another fruitful source of mischief, which 
has arisen from adopting opinions without a full and careful 
examination. At the commencement there might not have 
been sufiicient facts and knowledge, to enable us to form 
correct conclusions. It has been a very prevalent opinion, 
that it was of great importance to the State, for her to get 
rid of the fee of the land, and thereby give to individuals a 
direct interest to increase and extend the settlements of the 
country. The idea is plausible in theory, but does not all 
the experience derived from former and present systems show 
its fallacy ? The population if increased at all under such 
an. influence, has been in an unequal proportion to the evils 
and sacrifices it has brought in its train. 

If we look backward to the first settlement of the country 
and observe the progress that settlements and agricultural 
improvements have hitherto made, we may conclude that, at 
least a century will elapse, before our whole territory will be 
sold and inhabited. Here is a fallacy produced by, a false 
application of the facts, or by false deductions. The only 
way to arrive at correct conclusions, is, to examine and ascer- 
tain the increase of population, by the data which the re- 
spective census afibrd, and apply the ratio of increase pro- 
spectively. If this course be adopted it may be seen, that 
it may not require a century to populate the whole State, it 
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may even be dUcorered that one feiirth of a century will 
give an increasie of population su£Bcient for settling the 
whole wilderness now the property of boUi States. If we 
consider the land already sold, compared with the residue, 
and compared also with the increase of population, we are 
irresistably led to conclude that the interest of our State will 
not be promoted by a continuance of the present system. It 
is true, shrewd speculators may not wish a change, because it 
will deprive them of making the same profits out of the State, 
which they have been accustomed to make. It is expected 
therefore that they will be opposed to any change which tends 
to diminish the prospects of gain. It is not the interest of 
the few, or of any particular class, which ought to be our 
guide, but the greater and permanent interest of the whole 
people. None of the systems hitherto adopted, have been so 
salutary in their effects, as to afford a sufficient justification 
for their continuance unless it be the wish and determination 
of the Legislature, rather to foster speculation, than encour* 
age the settlement of the country on the most profitable and 
substantial basis. 

It must be obvious to every one, that the ownership of a 
moiety of the wild lands by the Commonwealth of Massachu* 
setts, is a prospective evil to any system which we may adopt 
for the management of our own. If she does not adopt the 
same, hers may have an influence on ours, and may materially 
affect or counteract it. She will no doubt adopt any system, 
if she be convinced that it will give her a fair and just com* 
pensation for her lands. To avoid any evil howjever, on this 
bead, it is obvious that the interest of this State is, to pur^ 
chase the whole title of Massachusetts in the lands, lying with** 
in the limits of Maine, if it can be done at a fair price. Il 
would also relieve this State from many evils which now exist, 
and are inseparably connected with her ownership. If Mas- 
sachusetts will not sell at such a price as Maine will give, the 
only remaining course to be adopted for the mutual interests of 
both States is, to unite in the same system, to which it cannot be 
supposed that.Massachusetts will object. The inconvenien- 
ces and loss which the operation of two systems, in the same 
territory, would occasion, would be avoided ; the expenses of 
managing diminished, and the costs arising firom future divi- 
sions would be saved. 

We would recommend the following as the basis of a sys- 
tem. 

1st. Sales to be made to such as will settle on the lands. 

2d. The minimum vdue of the land to be fixed. 

3d. The land to be surveyed into such lots as will best pro- 
mote the interests of the States. 
11 
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4Ch. Timber to be sold feparate from the land. 

5th. One or two great roads to be constructed, progrcM 
lYely and by contracts, under the direction of the land depart- 
ment, from the south line of the State's land to the River St. 
John, the eipense to be reimbursed by a small per cemtttge 
on the amount of sales. 

On the subject of a great road through the wilderness from 
the waters of the Penobscot to the river St. John, it may be 
proper to remark, that the settlements in this State have been 
conducted from the sea-coast towards the interior by means 
of natural highways. The banks of the Kennebec were first 
settled, and Sien the settlements extended from the river. So 
it has been with the Penobscot. The rivers in the State have 
uniformly furnished the first pathway for penetrating the for- 
ests. Where there are not natural highways, it is obvioas 
that an artificial one would furnish equal, if not better facili- 
ties for spreading a population through the wilderness, and 
that it would make land valuable, which in its present situa- 
tion is without any considerable or certain value. The sys- 
tem recommended is an innovation upon all former systems, 
but the history of the settlement of our country, and the 
great effects which have been produced on a smaller scale, 
wherein some of the principles of it have been tested, give us 
great confidence in its successful resuhs. 

The committee would have embodied the principles pro- 
posed as the basis, into a system, and would have presented 
them to the Legislature in the form of a bill, but not knowing 
whether the principles would be sanctioned, they have not 
deemed it advisable to perform the labor unless further direc- 
ted. Another reason has operated, if the principle of form- 
ing a system in conjunction with Massachusetts, is adopted, 
there may be no necessity for it, until the result is known. — 
We have therefore prepared three resolutions, which are here- 
with submitted.

Chapter S9. 

Resolve making provision for settling the wild lands in this State. 

Approved March 96, 1831. 

Resolved^ That the Governor, with advice of Council, be 
and hereby is authorized to .appoint a person or persons to 
negociate with the Government of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, or such person [or persons as they may ap- 
point, for the purchase of all the lands of said Commonwealth 
within the limits of this State, so far as to ascertain the terms 
and conditions on which they can be purchased. 
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Resolvedf That in case the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
shall refuse to negotiate for the sale of said lands, on terms 
and conditions which shall be approved by the Governor and 
Council, then it shall be the duty of the person or persons ap- 
pointed as aforesaid, to agree with the Commonwealth of 
. m assachusetts, or the person or persons by them appointed, 
upon a system for the sale, disposition and management of 
the public lands of said Commonwealth and this State ; and 
report the system agreed upon by them, to the next Legisla- 
ture ; and no agreement or contract, as aforesaid, shall have 
any force or effect, until the same has been approved by the 
Legislature of this State. 

Resolved^ That the Governor be requested to transmit a 
copy of this Resolve to the Governor of the Commonwealth 
.of Massachusetts, and request him to communicate the same 
to the Legislature of said Commonwealth for their concur- 
rence. 



Chapter OO. 

Resolve appointing a Committee to establish the dividing line between 
Hollis and Lyman. 

Approved March 29, 1831. 

Resolved J That John Fairfield, Benjamin Pike and Jonathan

William H. Norris, to the 
Revd. George Leonard, and to the Revd. William I. -Reese, 
the sum of eight dollars each, in full for their respective ser- 
vices, as Chaplains of the Legislature. 



' STATE OF MAINE. 
House qf Reptesentatwes^ Feb% 28, 183L 

The joint Select Committee to whom so much of the Mes- 
sage of the Governor as related to the North Eastern Bounda- 
ry was committed, have had the same under consideration and 
REPORT : 

Whereas, the boundaries between the State of Maine, and 
the British Provinces of Lower Canada and New Brunswick, 
are definitely described in the provisional treaty of peace of 
1782, which by its provisions was incorporated into, and be- 
came a part of the definitive treaty of peace of 1783 — where- 
in the boundaries are set forth and described as follows, to 
wit : "From the NORTH WEST angle of Nova Scotia, to 
wit, that angle whi<;h is formed by a line "drawn due north 
from the source qf the St. Croix river to the highlands, along 
the said highlands which divide those rivers that empty them- 
selves into the St, Lawrence from those which fall into the 
Atlantic Ocean, to the North westernmost bead of Connecticut 
river, &c." And again, "East by a line to be drawn along 
the middle of the river St. Croix from its mouth in the bay of 
Fundy to its source and from its source directly north to the 
aforesaid highlands which divide the rivers that fall into the 
Atlantic Ocean from those which fall into the river St. Law- 
rence." And whereas — 

The treaty adopted the boundaries of the British Provinces 
respectively, which has been formed and accurately described 
by the government in a succession of acts for nearly twepty 
years before the aforesaid treaty — and have also, since said 
treaty been oflen described and recognised by other acts of 
the British government. In the British proclamation of 1763, 
the boundary of the Province of Quebec created by that pro- 
clamation, and the province of Massachusetts bay is thus 
described- — "From whence the line crossing the river St. 
Lawrence and lake Champlain in^ 45 degrees of North Lati- 
tude passes along the higbiands v^hich divide the rivers that 
empty tbemfdves into the said river St. Lawrence from those 
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which fcdl into the sea, and also along the North Coast of the 
Bay des Chaleur and the coast of the gulf of St. Lawrence to 
Cape Rosierres." In the commission to the first Governor of 
the Province of Q,uebeCy the boundaries of his government are 
described in the same words ; and such continued to be the 
description of boundary in the successive commissions to the 
Governors of the Province until September 1777. The act of 
Parliament of the 14th of George 3d, (1774) relating to the 
Province of duebec, bounds the Province ^'South by a line 
from the Bay of Chaleur, along the higlUande which divide the 
rivers which empty themselves into the river St. Lawrence from 
those which fall into the sea to a point in the 45th degree of 
north latitude on the eastern branch of the river Connecticut.^* 
The commissions to the succeeding Governors of the Province 
of duebea until long since the treaty of 1783, if not to the 
present day, contain the same description of boundary, with 
one slight difference, to wit, the northwesternmost head of 
Connecticut river is substituted for <Hhe eastern branch of 
Connecticut river." And whereas also 

The commissions to the successive Governors of the Prov* 
ince of Nova Scotia contain an equally exact and precise 
description of boundary between that province and the prov- 
ince of Massachusetts bay. The commissions to Governors 
Wiimot, Campbell, Legge, Hughes, Haldimand and Parr, the 
Governors of Nova Scotia from 1763 to 1784, when the Prov* 
ince of New Brunswick was set off from Nova Scotia, all 
bound the province west by a boundary commencing at ^Hhe 
mouth of the river SL CroiXy then by the said river to Us 
source and by a line drawn due north from thence to the south* 
em boundary (^ tfte Pi^wince of Quebec J^ To the northward 
by said boundary as far as the western extremity of the Bay 
des Chaleurs. .Such is also the precise description of bounda- 
ry in the first commission to the first Governor of the Province 
of New Brunswick, and it is presumed such boundaries have 
been continued in the commissions to the several Governors 
to this day, unless they have been lately modified to favor a 
fictitious claim. 

And whereas also 

The British agents and commissioners did always concede, 
admit, and declare that the line running north from the source 
of the. river St. Croix, crossed the river St. John to the high- 
lands between the St. John and the river St. Lawrence, the 
boundary of the Province of Quebec, now Lower Canada. 
The British commissioners at the treaty of Ghent offered to 
purchase the north part of this State of the United States, but 
w^re refused. The British did not set up any claim to the 
Country until 1818, when they introduced a vague and uneer- 
41 
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Uin one, one which ihev did not pretend to defioey ms that 
would have made its fallacy too palpable. 

Thar^cfn Resolved^ That the territory bounded by a line 
running by the heads of the streams falling into the river 
Su Lawrence, and between them, and streams fklliog into 
the river St. John, or through other main channels ioto the 
sea,> until such line intersects a line drawn due north from the 
source of the river St. Croix, is the territory of the State of 
Maine wherein she has constitutional right and authority to 
exercise sovereign power — and the Government of the United 
States have not any power given to them by the Constitation 
of the United States, to prohibit the exercise of suoh ri^ht, 
and it can only be prohibited by an assumption of poller. 

Whereas — By the force and effect of the treaty of ITSS^ the 
Commonweallh of Massachusetts became the sovereig^n, hav- 
ing the right o( exeicisxng the sovereign power over all the 
territory which had been under her jurisdiction as a colon/, 
after the proclamation, and the commissions to the Governors 
of the Provinces of Quebec and Nova Scotia in 1763 ; she 
continued to be the sole sovereign, until the adoption of the 
Constitution of the United States to which she was a party, 
and wherein she surrendered a partial and qualified sovereign- 
ty for the general benefit of the whole. The State of Maine 
by the force and effect of the act of separation became jested 
with the rights of sovereignty of Massachusetts. One of the 
Inducements to the adoption of the Constitution of the United 
States, was mutual security and protection, of the whole, and 
every part of the whole. A Republican form of Government 
is expressly guaranteed to the people; and all rights and pow- 
ers not delegated are expressly retained by the States. A- 
mong the rights and powers not delegated, are the rights and 
powers in the States respectively to retain their entire terri- 
tories and of exercising sovereign power over them ; and the 
implication is as strong as implication can be, that each State 
is bound to guarantee to the other, the integrity of its territo- 
ry. There is no power given to Congress by the Constitution 
to dismember a State. Such power cannot be exercised with- 
out the agreement and consent of the State, if it can be done, 
without the consent and agreement of all the States in the 
manner provided for amending or altering the Constitution. 

A power of dismembering States w^ould be dangerous to 
the last degree. If once admitted, it might in its conse- 
quences break down and absorb all the State sovereignties. 
Whenever that takes place, the people of this happy and 
flourishing country, will be reduced to the condition of the 
people of other countries; they will have just as much, and 
no more liberty, than the government will graciously permit 
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them to enjoy. If the government of the United States can 
cede a portion of an independent State to a foreign govern- 
ment, she can, by the same principle, cede the whole-*4iad 
if, to a foreign government, she can by the same principle 
annex one State to another, until the whole cure consolidated, 
and she becomes the sole sovereign and law giver, without 
any check to her exercii^e of power. The exercise of such 
a power ought to be, and always will be resisted by a free 
people, more especially by those and their descendants, who 
resisted the arbitrary power of the British, and reared upon 
. its ruins our free and happy institutions. 

And whereas also 

The British had clearly and distinctly described the boun- 
daries for the period of twenty years before the treaty of 
1783; also in that treaty, and for many years afterwards, if 
pot to the present day, by a succession of acts in the several 
departments of their government : 

Therefore Resolved^ That the convention of September 
1827, tended to violate the Constitution of the United States 
and to impair the sovereign rights and powers of the State of 
Maine, and that Maine is not bound by the Constitution to 
submit to the decision, which is or shall be made under that 
convention. 

Whereas, By the convention of September 1827, an inde- 
pendent sovereign was to be selected by the governments <^ 
the United States and Great Britain, to arbitrate and settle 
such disputes as had arisen, and the King oT the Netherlands 
was pursuant to that convention selected the Arbiter, while 
an independent sovereign, in the plenitude of his power, ex- 
ercising dominion and authority over more than 6^000,000 of 
subjects : 

And Whereas, By the force of the prevalence of liberal 
opinions in Belgium, the Belgians overthrew his power, and 
deprived him of more than half of his dominions and reduc- 
ed him to the former dominions of the Stadtholder leaving 
him with the empty title of the King of the Netherlands 
while he is only the King of Holland, and thereby increasing 
his dependence, upon Great Britain for holding his power 
even in Holland, which from public appearances, he held by 
a very doubtful tenure in the affections of the Dutch. 

And Whereas, The King, of the Netherlands had not de- 
cided before his Kingdom was dismembered and he consented 
to the division, and his public character had changed, so that 
he had ceased to be that public character, and occupying 
that independent station among the Sovereigns of Europe 
contemplated by the convention of September 1827, and 
which led to his selection. 

Therefore Resolved in the opinion of this Legislature, 
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Thai Um decisioo of cbe King of the Nelheriuds, casBot 
and ought not to be considered obligatory upon the goTcr»- 
■Mnt of the United States, either on the principles of right 
and jostice, or of honor. 

R€9oh>ed Further— far the reaeame b^ore ddted. That no 
decision made bv any umpire under any circumstances, if the 
decision dismembers a State, has or can have, any constitB- 
tional force or obligation upon the State thus dismembered, 
unless the State adopt and sanction the decision. 

All which is respectAilly submitted.

MESSAGE OF THE GOVERNOR. 

To the Senate and 

Houee qf Rqnteentativee : 

I ha?e received from the Secretary of State of the United 
States, under the dii^ction of the President, a copy and trans- 
lation of the award given by the King of the Netherlands in 
relation to the Northeastern Boundary of the United States, 
upon the question submitted to him, and also a copy of the 
Protest which the Minister of the United States at the Hague 
thought it his duty to make against the award referred to, 
together with extracts from his despatch to the Department 
of State, shewing the character of the Protest, and the ground 
upon which it was made ; and a copy of the correspondence 
between himself, and Sir Charles Bagot, the Ambassador of 
Great Britain at the same Court, upon the subject. 

Copies of these Documents, and also of the accompanying 
letter of the Secretary of State of the United States, will 
herewith be laid before you. The President, through the 
Secretary of State, has expressed his desire, that while this 
matter is under deliberation, no steps may be taken by the 
State of Maine, with regard to the disputed territory, which 
might be calculated to interrupt or embarrass the action of 
the ExecutiTo branch of the Government of the United States 
upon this subject. The importance of this suggestion will be 
dulv appreciated by the Legislature. And while we adopt 
such measures as shall be judged proper and expedient to 
make our rights and claims known to the government of the 
United States, it will doubtless be considered that we must, 
under the provisions of the Federal Constitution, rely with 
confidence upon that government for the enforcement of our 
claims against the power of Great Britain.

To His ExcdUncy Samoel E. Smith, Xiwemor of the State of Maine. 

Sir, — By the President's direction, I have the honor to 
transmit, herewith, to your Excellency, a copy and transla- 
tion of the award given in relation to the Northeastern Boun- 
dary of the United States, upon the question which was 
submitted to the King of the Netherlands, by this Government 
and that of Great Britain concerning that Boundary — which 
award was officially delivered to the Minister of the United 
States at the Hague, on the tenth day of January lasf, and by 
him forwarded to this Department, where it was received on 
the 16th instant. With a view of making your Excellency 
acquainted with the state of this transaction, as received here» 
I also transmit herewith a copy of the Protest which the Min- 
ister of the United States at the Hague thought it his duty, 
without instructions to that effect from the President, to ad- 
dress to the Minister of Foreign Affairs of the Government to* 
which be is accredited, against the award referred to, — to- 
gether with extracts from his despatch to this Department, 
showing the character of his Protest, and the ground upon 
which it was made ; and a copy of the correspondence be- 
tween himself and Sir Charles Bagot, the Ambassador oF 
Great Britain at the same Court, upon the subject. 

Mr. Preble has asked leave of absence, for the purpose of 
visiting the United States, which will be forthwith granted,, 
and expressed an earnest wish that he may be further heard 
upon the subject, before any measures in regard to it are 
adopted by the President. 

I have the honor, likewise, by direction of the President, 
to repeat the assurance which I made to your Excellency, in 
his behalf, in my letter of the 9th instant, that the subject of 
this award will receive all the attention and consideration ta 
which its great importance, and the interests of the State 
of Maine, so materially involved therein, especially entitle it, 
in the Councils of the Executive of the United States ; and to 
add that no time will be lost in communicating to your Ex- 
cellency, the result of his deliberations upon it, as soon as he 
shall have determined upon the course, which a sense of his 
high and responsible duties may suggest as proper on the 
occasion. 

Under these circumstances, the President will rely with 
confidence upon the candor and liberality of your Excellency 
and the other constituted authorities of Maine, in appreciating 
the motives which may influence that course on his part, and 
in a correspondent interpretation of them to your constitu- 
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ents, in whose patriotism and discretion he has equal confi- 
dence. 

In making this communication to your Excellency, I am 
instructed by the President to express his desire that, while 
the matter is under deliberation, no steps may be taken by 
the State of Maine, with regard to the disputed territory, 
which might be calculated to interrupt or embarrass the ac- 
tion of the Executive branch of this Government upon the 
subject.

^ TRANSLATION. 

William, By the Grace of God, King of the Netherlands) 
1?rince of Orange, Nassau, Grand Duke of Luxemburg, &c. 
&c. &c. 

Having accepted the functionsof Arbitrator conferred' upon 
us by the note of the Charge' d' Affaires of the United States 
of America, an4 by that of the Embassador Extraordinary and 
Plenipotentiary of Great Britain, to our Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, under date of the 12th January, 1829, agreeably to 
the 5th Article of the Treaty of Ghent, of the 24th December, 
1814, and to the 1st Article of the Convention concluded 
between those Powers, at London, on the 29th of September, 
1827, in the difference which has arisen between them on the 
subject of the boundaries of their respective possessions : 

Animated by a sincere desire of answering, by a scrupu- 
lous and impartial decision, the confidence they have testified 
to us, and thus to give them a new proof of the high value we 
attach to it : 

Having, to that effect, duly examined and maturely weigh- 
ed the contents of the first statement, as well as those of the 
definitive statement of the said difference, which have been 
respectively delivered to us on the 1st of April of the year 
1 830, by the Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipoten- 
tiary of the United States of America, and the Embassador 
Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary of His Britannic Majesty, 
with all the documents thereto annexed in support of them : 

Desirous of fulfilling, at this time, the obligations^ we have 
contracted in accepting the fiinctions of Arbitrator in the 
aforesaid difference, by laying before the two High Interested 
Parties the result of our examination, and our opinion on the 
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three points into which, by common accord, the contestation 
is divided. 

Considering that the three points above mentioned ought 
to be decided according to the treaties, acts and conventions 
concluded between the two Powers ; that is to say : the Trea- 
ty of Peace of 1783, the Treaty of Friendship, Commerce and 
Navigation of 1794, the Declaration relative to the river St. 
Croix of 1798, the Treaty of Peace signed at Ghent in 1814, 
the Convention of the 29th September, 1827; and Mitchell's 
Map, and the Map A. referred to in that Convention. 

We declare, that. As to the first point, to wit, the question, 
which is the place designated in the Treaties as the North- 
west angle of Nova Scotia, and what are the highlands divi* 
ding the rivers that eippty themselves into the river St. 
Lawrence from those which fall into the Atlantic Ocean, 
along which is to be drawn the line of boundary, from that 
angle to the Northwesternmost head of Connecticut River. 

CanHdering, That the High Interested Parties respectively 
claim that line of boundary at the South, and at the North of 
the river St. John ; and have each indicated, upon the Map 
A. the line which they claim: 

Cansideringj That according to the instances alleged, the 
term highland applies not only to a hilly or elevated country, 
but also to land which, without being hilly divides waters 
flowing in different directions ;'and that thus the character 
more or less hilly and elevated of the country through which 
are drawn the two lines respectively claimed, at the North, 
and at the South of the river St. John, cannot form the basis 
of a choice between them. 

That the text of the 2nd Article of the Treaty of 1783, re- 
cites, in part, the words previously used, in the Proclamation 
of 1763, and in the Quebec act of 1774, to indicate the 
Southern boundaries of the Government of Quebec, from 
Lake Champlain, '^ in forty five degrees of North Latitude, 
along the highlands which divide the rivers that empty them- 
selves into the River St* Lawrence, from those which fall into 
the sea, and also along the North coast of the Bay des Chal- 
eur.'' 

That in 1763, 1765, 1773, and 1782, it was established that 
Nova Scotia should be bounded at the North, as far as the 
Western extremity of xthe Bay des Chaleur, by the Southern 
boundary of the Province of Quebec ; that this delimitation 
is again found, with respect to the Province of Quebec, in 
the Commission of the Governor General of Quebec of i 786, 
wherein the language of the Proclamation of 1763 and of the 
Quebec act of 1 774 has been used, as also in the Commissions 
of 1786, and others of subsequent dates of the Governors of 
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New Brunswick, with respect to the last mentioned Province, 
as well as in a great number of maps anterior and posterior, 
to the Treaty of 1783; and that the 1st Article of the said 
Treaty specifies, l>y name, the States whose independence is 
acknowledged : 

But that this naention does not imply (implique) the en- 
tire coincidence of the boundaries between the two Powers, 
as settled by the following Article, with the ancient delimita- 
tion of the British Provinces, whose preservation is not men- 
tioned in the Treaty of 1783, and which owing to its continual 
changes, and the uncertainty which continued to exist re- 
specting it, created, from time to time, differences between 
the Provincial authorities : 

That there results from the line drawn under the Treaty of 
1783 through the great Lakes, west of the River St. Lawrence, 
a departure from th'e ancient provincial charters, with regard 
to those boundaries : 

That one would vainly attempt to explain why, if the inten- 
tion was to retain the ancient provincial boundary, Mitchell's 
Map, published in 1755, and consequently anterior to the 
Proclamation of 1763, and to the Quebec act of 1774, was 
precisely the one used in the negociation of 1783 : 

That Great Britain proposed, at first, the River Piscataqua 
as the Eastern boundary of the United States ; and did not 
subsequently agree to the proposition to cause the boundary 
of Maine, or Massachusetts Bay, to be ascertained at a later 
period : 

That the Treaty of Ghent stipulated for a new examination 
on the spot, which could not be made applicable to an his-' 
torical or administrative boundary ; 

And that, therefore, the ancient delimitation of the British 
Provinces, does not, either, afford the basis of a decision : 

That the longitude of the North-west angle of Nova Scotia, 
which ought to coincide with that of the source of the St. 
Croix river, was determined only by the Declaration of 1798, 
which indicated that river : 

That the Treaty of Friendship, Commerce and Naviga- 
tion of 1794, alludes to the doubt which bad arisen with re- 
ispect to the River St. Croix, and that the first instructions of 
the Congress, at the time of the negotiations which resulted 
in the Treaty of 1783, locate the said angle at the source of 
the River St. John : 

That the latitude of that angle is upon the banks of the 
St. Lawrence, according to Mitchell's Map, which is acknowl- 
edged to have regulated the combined and official labors of 
the negotiators of the Treaty of 1783; whereas, agreeably 
to the delimitation of the Government of Quebec, it is to be

looked for at the highlands which divide the rivers that empty 
themselves into the River St. Lawrence, from those which 
fall into the sea : 

That the nature of the ground east of the before mention- 
ed angle not having been indicated by the Treaty of 1783, 
no argument Can be drawn from it to locate that angle at one 
place in preference to another : 

That, at all events, if it were deemed proper to place it 
nearer to the source of the River St. Croix, and look for it, 
at Mars Hill, for instance, it would be so much the more 
possij[)le that the boundary of New Brunswick drawn thence 
northeastwardly would give to that Province several north- 
west angles, situated farther noith and east, according to 
their greater remoteness from Mars Hill, that the number 
of degrees of the angle referred to in the Treaty has not 
been mentioned : 

That, consequently, the North-West angle of Nova Scotia, 
here alluded to, having been unknown in 1783, and the Treaty 
of Ghent having again declared it to be unascertained, the 
mention of that historical angle in the Treaty of 1783 is to be 
considered as a petitron of principle (petition de principe) 
affording no basis for a decision, whereas, if considered as a 
topographical point, having reference to the definition, viz : 
^^ that angle which is formed by a line drawn due North from 
the source of the St. Croix River to the highlands," it forms 
simply the extremity of the line '' along the said highlands, 
which divide those rivers that empty themselves into the River 
St. Lawrence, from those which fall into the Atlantic Ocean," 
— an extremity which a reference to thfe North- West angle of 
Nova Scotia does not contribute to ascertain, and which still 
remaining, itself, to be found, cannot lead to the discovery of 
the line which it is to terminate : 

Lastly, that the argumentA deduced from the rights of Sov- 
ereignty exercised over the Fief of Madawaska and oyer the 
Madawaska settlement—- evep admitting that such exercise 
were sufficiently proved^— cannot decide the question, for the 
reiason that those two settlements only embrace a portion of 
the territory in dispute, and that the High Interested Parties 
have acknowledged the country lying between the two lines 
respectively claimed by them, as constitiitiilg a subject of 
contestation, and that, therefore, possession cannot be consid- 
ered as derogating from the right ; and that if the ancient de- 
limitation of the Provinces be set aside, which is adduced in 
support of the line claimed at the North of the river St. John, 
and especially that which is mentioned in the Proclamation 
of 1763, and in the Quebec act of 1774, no argument can be 
admitted in support of the line claimed at the South of th« 
15 
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river St. John^ which woold tend to prove that such part of 
the territory in dispute belongs to Canada or to New Bmns- 
wick. 

Ccnriderii^; That the question divested of the inconclo- 
flive arguments drawn from the nature, more or less hilly of 
the ground,-^from the ancient delimitation of the Provinces, — 
from the North-west angle of Nova Scotia, and from the actual 
possession, resolves itself, in the end, to these : Which is the 
line drawn due North from the source of the river St. Croix, 
and which is the ground, no matter whether hilly and eleva- 
ted, or not, which, from that line to the Northwestemmost 
head of Connecticut river, divides the rivers that empty them* 
selves into the river St. Lawrence from those which fall into 
the Atlantic Ocean ; That the High Interested Parties only 
agree upon the fact that the boundary sought for must be 
determined by such a line, and by such a ground; that they 
iiirther agree, sidce the Declaration of 1798, as to the answer 
to be given to the first question, with the exception of the 
latitude at which the line drawn due North from the source 
of the St. Croix ri^er is to terminate ; that said latitude coin- 
cides with the extremity of the ground which, from that line 
to the Northwestemmost source of Connecticut river divides 
the rivers which empty themselves into the river St. Lawrence 
from those which fall into the Atlantic Ocean ; and that, 
therefore, it only remains to ascertain that ground :• 

That, on entering upon this operation, it is discovered, on 
the one hand. 

First, that if, by adopting the line claimed at the North of 
the river St. John, Great Britain cannot be considered as ob- 
taining a territory of less value than if she had accepted, in 
1783 the river St. John as her frontier, taking into view the 
situation of the country situated between the rivers St. John 
and St. Croix in the vicinity of the sea, and the possession of 
both banks of the river St. John in the lower part of its course, 
said equivalent would, nevertheless be destroyed by the inter- 
ruption of the communication between Lower Canada and 
New Brunswick, especially between Quebec and Frederick- 
ton ; and one would vainly seek to discover what motives 
could have determined the Court of London to consent to 
such an interruption : 

That if, in the second place, in centra-distinction to the 
rivers that empty themselves into the river St. Lawrence, it 
had been proper,. agreeably to the language ordinarily used 
in geography, to comprehend the rivers falling into the Bays 
of Fundy and des Chaleurs with those emptying themelves 
directly into the Atlantic Ocean, in the generical denomina- 
tion of rivers falling into the Atlantic Ocean, it would be 
hazardous to include into the species belonging to that class

the rWers St. John and Restigouche, which the line chiiined 
at the North of the river St. John divides immediately from 
rivets emptying themselves into the river St* Lawrence, not 
with other rivers fiitlling into the Atlantic Ocean, but alone: 
and thus to apply, in interpreting the delimitation established 
by a Treaty, where each word must have a meaning, to two 
exclusively special cases, and where no mention is made of 
the genus (genre), a generical expression which would as- 
cribe to them a broader meaning, or which, if extended to the 
Schoodiac Lakes, the Penobscot and the Kennebec, which 
empty themselves directly into the Atlantic Ocean, would 
establish the principle that the Treaty of 1783 meant high- 
lands which divide as well mediately as immediately, the riv- 
ers that empty themselves into the river St. Lawrence from 
those which fell into the Atlantic Ocean — ^a principle equally 
realized by both lines. 

Thirdly, That the line claimed at the North of the river 
St. John does not divide, evep immediately the rivers that 
empty themselves into the river St. Lawrence from the rivers 
St. John and Restigouche, but only rivers that empty them- 
selves into the St. John and Restigouche, with the exception 
of the last part of said line, near the sources of the river St. 
John, and that hence, in order to reach the Atlantic Ocean, the 
rivers divided by that line from those that empty themselves 
into the river St. Lawrence, each need two intermediate chan- 
nels, to wit : the ones, the river St. John and the Bay of Fundy, 
and the others, the river Restigouche, and the Bay of Chaleur: 

And on the other hand. That it cannot be sufficiently ex- 
plained how, if the high Contracting Parties intended, in 1783, 
to establish the boundary at the South of the river St. John, 
that river, to which the territory in dispute is, in a great mea- 
sure, indebted for its distinctive character, has been neutral- 
ized and set aside : 

That the verb ^'divide" appears to require the contiguity of 
the objects to be ^^divided :'- 

That the said boundary forms at its Western extremity, 
only, the immediate separation between the river Metjarmet- 
tee, and the Northwesternmost head of the Penobscot, and 
divides, mediately, only, the rivers that empty themselves into 
the river St. Lawrence from the waters of the Kennebec, Pe- 
nobscot and Schoodiac Lakes ; while the boundary claimed at 
the North of the river St* John divides, immediately, the 
waters of the rivers Restigouche and St. John ; and, mediately, 
the Schoodiac Lakes, and the waters of the rivers Penobscot 
and Kennebec, from the rivers that empty themselves into the 
river St. Lawrence, to wit : the rivers Beaver, Metis, Rimous- 
ky, Trois, Pistoles, Green, Du Loup, Kamonraska, Ouelle, 
Bras St. Nicholas, Du Sud, La Farailie and Chaudiere : 
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That even setting aside the rivers Restigoache aod St« 
John, for the reason that they could not be considered as fiilU 
ing into the Atlantic Ocean, the Northern line would still be 
as near to the Schoodiac lakes, and to the waters of the Penob- 
scot and of the Kennebec, as the Southern line would be to 
the rivers Beaver, Metis, Rimousky and others that empty 
themselves into the river St. Lawrence ; and would, as well as 
the other, form a mediate separation between these and the 
rivers filling into the Atlantic Ocean : 

That the prior intersection of the Southern boundary by 
a line drawn due North from the source of the St. Croix river, 
could only secure to it an accessary advantage over the other, 
in case both the one and the other boundary should combine, 
in the same degree, the qualities required by the Treaties.: 

And that the fate assigned by that of 1783 to the Connecti- 
cut, and even to the St. Lawrence, precludes the supposition 
that the two Powers could have intended to surrender the 
whole course of each river, from its source to its mouth, to the 
share of either the one or the other : 

Cofisufering, That, after what precedes, the arguments 
adduced on either side, and the documents exhibited in sup- 
port of them, cannot be considered as sufGciently preponder- 
ating to determine a preference in favor of one of the two 
. lines Tespectively claimed by the High Interested Parties, as 
the boundaries of their possessions from the source of the river 
St. Croix to the North westernmost head of Connecticut River^; 
and that the nature of the difference, and the vague and not 
sudiciently determinate stipulations of the Treaty of 1783 do 
not permit to adjudge either of those lines to one of the said 
Parties, without wounding the principles of law and equity, 
with regard to the other ; 

Considering That, as has already been said, the question 
resolves itself into a selection to be made of a ground divi- 
ding the rivers that empty themselves into the river St. Law- 
rence, from those that fall into the Atlantic Ocean : that the 
High Interested Parties are agreed with regard to the course 
of the streams delineated by common accord on the Map A. 
and affording the only basis of a decision ; 

And that, therefore, the circumstances upon which such 
decision could not be further elucidated by means of fresh 
topographical investigation, nor by the production of addi- 
tional documents ; ^ 

We are of opinion That it will be suitable [il conviendra] 
to adopt as the boundary of the two States a line drawn due 
North from the source of the river St. Croix to the point 
where it intersects the middle of the thalweg {*) of the river 

(*) Thalweg — a German compound word — Thai, valley, and Weg, way. 
It means here the deepest channel of the river. 
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St. John, thence the middle of the thalweg of that river, as* 
cending it, to the point where the river St. Francis empties 
itself into the river St. John, thence the middle of the thalweg 
of the river St. Francis, ascending it, to the source .of its 
Southwesternmost branch, which source we indicate, on the 
Map A, by the letter X, authenticated by the signature of our 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, thence a line drawn due West, 
to the point where it unites with the line claimed by the Uni- 
ted States of America and delineated on the Map A, thence 
said line to the point at which, according to said Map, it coin- 
cides with that claimed by Great Britain, and thence the line 
traced on the Map by the two powers, to the Northwestern- 
most source of Connecticut river. 

As regards the second point, to wit : the question, which is 
the northwesternmost head of Connecticut river; 

Considering : That, in order to solve this question, it is 
necessary to choose between Connecticut-Lake-River, Perry's 
Stream, Indian Stream and HalPs Stream : 

Considering : That, according to the usage adopted in Ge- 
ography, the source and the bed of a river are denoted by the 
name of the river which is attached to such source and to 
such bed, and by their greater relative importance, as com- 
pared to that of other waters communicating with said river : 

Considering: That an official letter of 1772 already men- 
tions the name of Hall's Brook ; and that in an official letter, 
of subsequent date in the same year. Hall's Brook is repre- 
sented as a small river falling into the Connecticut : 

That the river in which Connecticut Lake is situated ap- 
pears more considerable than either Hall's, Indian, or Perry's 
Stream : That Connecticut Lake and the two X*akes situated 
Northward of it, seem to ascribe to it a greater volume of 
water than to the other three rivers ; and that by admitting it 
to be the bed of the Connecticut, the course of that river is 
extended farther than it would be if a preference were given 
to either of the other three rivers : 

Lastly,' that the Map A having been recognized by the 
Convention of 1827, as indicating the courses of streams, the 
authority of that Map would likewise seem to extend to their 
appellation, since in case of dispute, such name of river, or 
lake, respecting which the parties were not agreed, may have 
been omitted ; that said Map mentions Connecticut Lake, anid 
that the name of Connecticut Lake implies the applicability 
of the name of Connecticut to the river which flows through 
the said Lake : 

We are of opinion: That the stream situated farthest to 
the Northwest, among those which fall into the Northernmost 
of the three lakes the last of which bears the name of Con- 
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necticut Lake mast be considered as the Northwestemmost 
head of Connecticut river. 

And as to the third point, to wit : the question, which is 
the boundary to be traced from the river Connecticut, along 
the parallel of the 45th degree of North Latitude, to the Hver 
St. Lawrence, nasaed in the Treaties Iroquois or Cataraguy : 

Considering: That the High Interested Parties differ in 
opinion as to the question — Whether the Treaties require a 
fresh survey of the whole line of boundary from the fiver 
Connecticut to the river St. Lawrence, named in the Treaties 
Iroquois or Cataraguy, or simply the completion of the ancient . 
provincial surveys. 

Considering : That the fifth article of the Treaty of Ghent 
of 1814y does not stipulate that such portion of the boundaries 
which may not have hitherto been sttrveyed,,shall be surveyed ; 
but declares that the boundaries have not been, and establish- 
es that they shall be, surveyed : 

That, in effect, such survey ought, in the relations between 
the two powers, to be considered as not having boen made 
from the Connecticut to the river St. Lawrence, named in the 
Treaties Iroquois or Cataraguy, since the ancient survey was 
found to be incorrect, and had been ordered, not by a common 
accord of the two powers, but by the ancient Provincial au- 
thorities : 

That, in determining^ the latitude of places, it is customary 
to follow the principle of the observed latitude : 

And that the Government of the United States of America 
has erected certain fortifications at the place called Rouses' 
Point, under the impressipn that the ground formed part of their 
territory — an impression sufficiently authorized by the cir- 
cumstance that the line had, until then, been reputed to cor- 
respond with the 45th degree of North Latitude : 

fVe are of opinion: That it will be suitable [il conviendra] 
to proceed to fresh operations to measure the observed lati- 
tude, in order to mark out the boundary from the river Con- 
necticut along the parallel of the 45th degree of North latitude 
to the river St. Lawrence, named in the Treaties Iroquois or 
Cataraguy, in such a manner, however, that, in all cases, at 
the place called Rouses' Point, the territory of the United 
States of America shall extend to the fort erected at that 
place, and shall include said fort and its Kilometrical radius 
[rayon Kilometrique.] 

Thus done and given under our Royal Setil, at the Hague, 
this tenth day of January, in the year of our Lord one thou- 
sand eight hundred and thirty one, and of our Reign, the 
eighteenth. (Signed) WILLIAM.

The undersigned, Minister Plenipotentiary, and Envoy Ex-* 
traordinary of the United States of America, had the honor to 
receive from the hands of his Majesty, the King of the Neth- 
erlands, on the tenth inst. a document purporting to be an 
expression of his opinion on the several points submitted to 
him as Arbiter, relative to certain portions of the boundary 
of the United States. In a period of much difficulty, his 
Majesty has had the goodness, for the purpose of conciliating 
conilictii^g claims and pretensions, to devote to the high par- 
ties interested, a time that must have been precious to himself 
and people. It is with extreme regret therefore, that the un- 
dersigned, in order to prevent all misconception, and to vin- 
dicate the rights of his Government, feels himself compelled 
to call the attention of his Excellency, the Baron Verstolk 
Van Soclen, his Majesty's Minister of Foreign Affairs, again 
to the subject. But, wbile^ on the one hand, in adverting to 
certain views and considerations^ which seem in some ineas- 
ure, perhaps, to have escaped observation, the undersigned 
will deem it necessary to do so with simplicity and frankness; 
he could not, on the other, be wanting in the expressions of a 
most respectful deference for his Majesty, the Arbiter. 

The language of the Treaty, which has given rise to the 
contestation between the United States and Great Britain, is, 
''And that all disputes which might arise in future on the sub- 
ject of the boundaries of the said United States, may be pre- 
vented, it is hereby agreed and declared, that the following 
are and shall be their boundaries, viz : from the North West 
angle of Nova Scotia, viz: that angle which is formed by a 
line drawn due North from the source of the St. Croix river 
to the highlands along the said highlands which divide those 
rivers that empty themselves into the river St. Xjawrence, from 
those which fall into the Atlantic Ocean, to the Northwestern- 
most head of Connecticut river ; thence, down along the mid- 
dle of that river,, to the forty -fifth degree of North latitude ; 
from thence by a lir^e due West on said latitude, until it 
strikes the river Iroquois or Cataraguy *****. East, by a line 
to be drawn along the middle of the river St. Croix, from its 
mouth in the Bay of Fundy, to its source ; and from its source 
directly North, to the aforesaid highlands, which divide the 
rivers that fall into the Atlantic Ocean, from those which fall 
into the river St. Lawrence." The manner of carrying this 
apparently exceedingly definite and lucid description of boun- 
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dary into effect, by running the line as described, and mark- 
ins the same on the surface of the earth, was the subject, the 
sole exclusive subject, submitted by the convention of Sept. 
1827, in pursuance of the treaty of Ghent, 1814, to an Arbi- 
ter. If on investigation, that Arbiter found the language of 
treaty, in his opinion, inapplicable to, and wholly inconsistent 
with, the topography of the country, so that the treaty of 1783, 
in regard to its description of boundary, could not be execu- 
ted according to its own express stipulations, no authority 
whatever was conferred upon him to determine or consider 
what practicable boundary line should, in such case, be sub- 
stituted and established. Such a question of boundary, as is 
here supposed, the United States of America would, it is be- 
lieved, submit to the definitive decision of no sovereign. And 
in the case submitted to his Majesty, the King of the Nether- 
lands, the United States, in forbearing to delegate any such 
power, were not influenced by any want of respect for that 
distinguished monarch. They have on the contrary, given 
him the highest and most signal proofs of their consideration 
and confidence. In the present case especially, as any revis- 
ion or substitution of boundary whatever, had been steadily 
and in a spirit of unalterable determination, resisted at Ghent, 
and at Washington, they had not anticipated the possibility of 
there being any occasion for delegating such powers. 

Among the questions to which the language of the treaty 
of 1783, already quoted, gave rise between the high parties 
interested, is the following, viz : where at a point due north 
from the source of the river St. Croix, are "the highlands 
which divide the rivers, that empty themselves into the river 
St. Lawrence, from those that fall into the Atlantic Ocean,'' 
at which same point on said highlands was also to be found 
the northwest angle of the long established, well known, and 
distinctly defined Btitish Province of Nova Scotia. 

On the southern border of the river St. Lawrence, and at 
the average distance from it of less than thirty English miles, 
there is an elevated range or continuation of broken highland, 
extending from Cape Rosieres, Southwesterly to the sources of 
the Connecticut river, forming the Southern border of the ba- 
sin of the St. Lawrence and the ligne des versants of the riv- 
ers emptying into it. The same highlands form also the ligne 
des versants, on the North of the river Restigouche, emptying 
itself into the Bay des Chaleur, the river St. John with its 
Northerly and Westerly branches emptying into the Bay of 
Fundy, tjie river Penobscot with its Northwesterly branches 
emptying into the Bay of Penobscot, the rivers Kennebec 
and Androscoggin, whose united waters empty into the Bay 
of Sagadahock, and the river Connecticut emptying into the 
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Bay, usually called Long Island Sound. These Bays are all 
open arms of the sea or Atlantic Ocean ; are designated by 
their names oo Mitchell's map ; and with the single exce)>lion 
of Sagadahock, are all equally well known, and usually de« 
signated by their appropriate names. This ligne des versants 
constitutes the highlands of the Treaty, as claimed by the 
United States. 

There is another ligne des versants, which Great Britain 
claims as the highlands of the treaty. It is the dividing ridge, 
that bounds the Southern side, of the basin of the river St. 
John, and divides the streams, that flow into the river St. John, 
from those which flow into the Penobscot and St. Croix. No 
river flows from this dividing ridge Jnto the river St. Law* 
rence. On the contrary, nearly the whole of the basins of the 
St. John and Restigouche intervene. The source of the St. 
Croix ^Iso is in this very ligne des versants, and less than an 
English mile distant from the source of a tributary stream of 
the St. John. This proximity reducing the due North line of 
the treaty, as it were, to a point, compelled the provincial 
agents of the British Government to extend the due North 
line over this dividing ridge into the basin of the St. Jobn^ 
crossing its tributary streams to the distance of about forty 
miles from the source of the St. Croix, to the vicinity of an 
isolated hill between the tributary streams of the St. John. 
Connecting that isolated hill with the ligne des versants,^ as 
just described, by passing between said tributary streams, 
they claimed it as constituting the highlands of the treaty. 

These two ranges. of highlands as thus described, the one 
eontended for by the United States, and the other by Great 
Britain, his Majesty the Arbiter, regards as comporting equal* 
ly well in all respects, with the langua^ of the Treaty. It is 
not the intention of the undersigned in this place, to question 
in the slightest degree the correctness of his Majesty's con- 
clusion. But when the Arbiter pro>ceeds to say, that it would 
be suitable to run the line due North, from the source of the 
river St. Croix, not " to the highFands which divide the rivers 
that fall into the - Atlantic Ocean, from those which fall into ^ 
the river St. Lawrence," but to the centre of the river St. 
Johh, thence to pass up said river to the mouth of the river St. 
Francis, thence up the river St. Francis to the source of its 
Southwesternmost branch, and from thence by a line drawn 
West unto the point where it intersects the line of the high- 
lands as claimed by the United States, and only Arom thence 
to pass ** along said highlands, which ditide the rivers^ that 
ikll into the Atlantic Ocean^ from those which Ml into the 
Hver St. Lawrence, to the North westetmnost head ofConiiM'- 
ticut river," — ^thus abandoning altogether the boundaries of 
16 
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the Treaty, and substitating for tbem a distinct and different

acquiescence on the part of their representative near his Maj- 
esty the King of the Netherlands.

Extraci$ of a Despatch from Mr. Preble^ to the Secretary of 
State^ dated I6th January^ 1831. 

" With a view to prevent the rights of the United States, 
and the national faith being in the slightest degree commit- 
ted by the procedure of the Arbiter, -and to repel any sugges- 
tion, of acquiescence, on my part, in behalf of the United 
States, I addressed to His Majesty's Minister of Foreign 
Affairs a Protest against the proceeding, a copy of which I 
have the honor to enclose, and to which I beg leave to refer. 
I also, on the 15th, addressed a note to Sir Chailes Bagot, the 
British Ambassador at this Court, enclosing to him a copy at 
the same time of the Protest which had been previously ad'- 
dressed by me to the Minister of Foreign Affairs, a copy^ of 
which note to Sir Charles Bagot I also have the honor to en- 
close, and to which I beg leave to refer." 

"In the course adopted by me, I am fully aware that I have 
assumed some responsibility ; at the same time, I am also 
aware that the Government of the United States are not at / 
all committed by any acts of mine, but are left perfectly free 
to pursue their own measures, according to what may to theoi 
seem most fit and expedient."

the distinguished Arbiter, influenced by a desire to cement 
the good intelligence, which so happily exists between Great 
Britain and the United States, finding himself unable to de- 
cide between their conflicting claims, has departed from the 
powers delegated to the Arbiter, by the Convention of 29th 
September, 1827, and the Treaty of Ghent of 1814— The 
undersigned, therefore, felt it his duty, in order that the good 
faith of his Government, its rights and interests might not be 
supposed to be committed, by any presumed acquiescence on 
his part in the procedure, to address to his Excellency the 
Baron Verstolk Van Soclen, His Netherland's Majesty's Min- 
ister of Foreign ASaRs, a Protest in behalf of the Govern- 
ment of the Uuited States, a copy of which Protest the under- 
signed has thQ honor to enclose for the information of Sir 
Charles Bagot. Having performed this duty, the undersigned 
considers the whole subject, so far as the United States, and 
the further measures to be adopted by them are concerned, 
as reverting to the Government of the United States at 
Washington.

The undersigned much regrets that he 
eannot coincide in the opinion expressed by Mr. Preble in 
this note, as to the limitations, by which his Excellency sup- 
poses His Netherland Majesty to have been restricted in the 
exercise of an arbitration, the main and declared object of 
which was to prevent all disputes, which might arise in future 
on the subject of the Boundaries between Great Britain and the 
United States, and which the two GDvernments mutually en- 
gaged themselves to consider as final and conclusive. But as 
the doubt, which Mr. Preble has raised upon this subject, 
appears to the undersigned, and, as it should seem, to Mr. 
Preble also, to be one upon which their respective Govern- 
ments have alone the power to decide, the undersigned will 
confine himself at present to the expression of his thanks to 
Mr. Preble, for the obliging communication of His Excel- 
lency's note to the Baron de Verstolk, and to the request 
that his Excellency will accept the assurances of his most 
distinguished consideration.

The Joint Select Committee of the Legislature, coftsistinff 
of four on the part of the Senate, and^ seven on the part of 
the House, to whom was referred the Governor's special Mes- 
sage of the 25th March, 1831, with accompanying documents^ 
consisting of a copy of the award made by the King of the 
Netherlands in relation to the Northeastern Boundary of the 
United States, upon the question submitted to him by the 
Government of the United States and Great Britain ; also s 
copy of the Protest which the Minister of the United States 
at the Hague thought it his duty to make against the award of 
the King ; also extracts from the despatch of the Minister, 
shewing the character of the protest, and the ground upon 
which it was made ; and also the corre^ondence between 
the Minister of the United States, and Sir Charles Bagot, the 
Ambassador of Great Britain, at the Court of the King afore- 
said, upon the same subject ; have examined and considered 
the same Message and Documents, and REPORT : 

The Legislature of this State, having on former occasions, 
discussed the question of title and jurisdiction of this State 
to the territory to which they consider the British Govern- 
ment had made an unjust claim, a claim, contrary to a fair 
and impartial interpretation of their own acts and admissions^ 
and also the right of. the Government of the United States, 
under the Constitution, to interfere with the rights of territo* 
ry and of sovereignty of an independent State, so far, as to ei- 
ther, directly or indirectly, cede or transfer any portion there- 
of to any State, either domestic, or foreign ; the Committee 
do not deem it important, on this occasion, to discuss these 
subjects further, and content themselves by simply referrinjf 
to the documents which have proceeded heretofore, f]ft)m the 
Legislative and Executive Departments of the State Govern- 
ment. 

The documents to which your committee would respectfully 
solicit the attention of the Government of the United States, 
are the Message of Enoch Lincoln, Esq. Governor of the 
State of Maine, delivered before both branches of the Legis^ 
lature in January, 1827 ; the subsequent report of the com- 
mittee, on so much of the Governor's Message as related 
to the Northeastern Boundary; the subsequent correspon- 
dence of the Governor with the Secretary of State of the 
United States ; the Governor's Message delivered before both 
branches of the Legislature, in January, 1828 ; the report 
of the committee on so much of the Governor's Message aa 
related to the Northeastern Boundary; the subsequent acts 
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and doings of the Legislature, more especially ; the measures 
adopted by this Legislature, a copy of which has already 
been forwarded to the President of the United States. The 
aforesaid documents, your committee consider contain the 
main facts in support of the title of the ^ State, to soil and 
sovereignty, as well as some of the grounds of her rights 
under the Constitution of the United States. An examina- 
tion of thos6 documents, for any present purpose, will suffi- 
ciently indicate, not only the views heretofore entertained by 
the Stat^, but the course which she will feel it her duty^to 
pursue in furtherance of her rights. 

Here it may be proper to remark, that the State authorities, 
have not any disposition to embarrass the Government of the 
United States^ in any of their negociations with Foreign 
Nations, when they pursue the authority given them by the 
Constitution, and it ought also to be understood, that the 
Legislature of the Sts(te, while exercising their powers under 
the Constitution of the State, and as guardians of the rights 
and interests of the people, cannot and ought not to com- 
promit the rights of the State, by any direct act of their own, 
or by any acquiescence in the exercise of powers by any other 
State or sovereignty, contrary to the will of the people as 
expressed and delegated in their compacts and constitutions. 
There are rights which a free people cannot yield, and there 
are encroachments upon such rights, which ought to be resis- 
ted and prevented, or the people have no assurance for the 
continuance of their liberties. 

We make these remarks without intending any disparage- 
ment to the Government of the United States, and also with 
the entire confidence and conviction, that on a just and care- 
ful revisal of the measures that have so far taken place, that 
there will be found to exist no substantial impediment to giv- 
ing fingl effect to the perfept constitutional obligations, to 
protect and preserve the original and independent rights of 
the people of this State. 

The most important document referred to your Committee, 
is the one which emanated from the King of the Netherlands, 
the Arbiter, selected by Great Britain and the United States, 
by virtue, of the Convention of Sept. 29, 1827 — to decide upon 
the points of difference which had arisen -between the Gov- 
ernments under the fifth article of the treaty of Ghent. The 
Legislature have on a former occasion, briefly expressed 
their views on th6 subject of the Convention of 1827 — that it 
did not necessarily and directly violate, but that prospective- 
ly, it might produce a violation of their constitutional rights ; 
and it may properly be added, that the question raised by the 
British, and which was recognized by that Convention, did 
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not grow out of a legitimate interpretation of the Treaty of 
Ghent, but was artfully introduced by the British Agents, and 
was incautiously admitted, or not sufficiently opposed and re- 
sisted, by the Agents of the United States. This State has 
never admitted the authority of the Convention, and cannot 
consider her rights compromited by any decision under it. 

The King, or sovereign power of the Netherlands derived 
its authority of Arbiter, from the Convention of September 29, 
1827. His authority to decide the questions submitted is in- 
dicated in the first article, which is as follows : ^'It is agreed 
that the points of difference which have arisen in the settle- 
ment of the boundary between the American and British do- 
minions, as described in the fifth article of the Treaty of 
Ghent, shall be referred to some friendly sovereign or State^ 
who shall be invited to investigate, and make a decision upon 
such points of difference." 

The first question which naturally arises in this case, is ; 
did the Arbiter to whom the points of difference between the 
Governments was submitted, decide them, or advise the manner 
of settling them? 

From the language used, it seems to have been the inten- 
tion both of Great Britain and the United States, to submit 
the decision of the difference which had arisen, not to an in- 
dividual, but to the Sovereign Power of ah Independent State 
or Kingdom, hence the propriety of the language they used to 
express their intention, "some friendly sovereign or State.^^ 
To fulfil the intention of the parties, it was not only necessary 
that the Sovereign Power selected should have been, at the 
time of its selection, in the full and undisturbed enjoyment of 
its power, and equally dependent upon, and independent of, 
the parties, but that the power should have thus continued to 
the time of its delivering its opinions upon the questions sub- 
mitted. At the time of the selection of the King of the Neth- 
erlands, or the sovereign to arbitrate and settle the differences, 
he, and his Government were exercising, and were in the full 
and uncontrolled possession of the Sovereign power of Hol- 
land and Belgium, formerly the United Provinces and the * 
Netherlands. Subsequent events, and events, which occurrfed 
many months before the subject had been considered, and any 
sort of decision was made and delivered to the parties, sepa- 
. rated Belgium from his dominions and from the sovereign 
power of his Government. Losing Belgium, deprived the 
King of nearly three fifths of his subjects, and of course of 
three fifths of his power and consequence, and he ceased to be 
the King of the Netherlands. 

The loss of Belgium arose frera the prevalence of liberal 
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opinions tnd the desire of the People to secure their rights. 
The revolution, from the course the British pursued, naturally 
produced feelings of attachment to, and dependence upon 
them, for aid and protection, and as naturally excited feelings 
against the institutions of the United States. But we go 
still further : the course of events did not simply increase his 
dependence upon the British, but compelled him to call upon 
them for assistance to enable him to sustain his power as 
King, even in Holland. The British were, long before the 
decision, his privy counsellors, if not the managers and regu- 
lators of his public concerns and negotiations, upon which 
the existence and continuance of his power depended. He 
was within their power and control. Having then lost the 
character possessed at the time of, the selection, the King or 
Sovereign power of the Netherlands ceased to be the Arbiter 
to whom the differences had been submitted. A decision 
ailer such a change of character and interest cannot, for any 
purpose, be considered as having any obligatory force or 
effect; it can be considered only a mere nullity. 

TThB next question which arises is, Has the Arbiter decided 
the points of d^erence which had arisen between the two 
Governments ? 

The Arbiter, in stating the authority or rules of decision, 
says, 'Hhe points submitted ought to be decided according to 
the Treaties, Acts, and Conventions concluded between the 
two powers ; that is to say, the Treaty of Peace of 1783, the 
Treaty of Friendship, Commerce and Navigation of 1794, 
the declaration in relation to the river St. Croix in 1798, the 
Treaty of Peace, signed at Ghent in 1814, and Mitchell's 
map and the map A. referred to in the Convention." 

The first point the Arbiter was called upon to decide, was, 
*^ which is the place designated in the Treaties as the North- 
west angle of Nova Scotia, and what are the highlands di- 
viding the rivers emptying themselves into the river St. Lawr 
rence from those which fell into the Atlantic ocean, along 
which is to be drawn the line of boundary from that angle to 
the northwesternmost head of Connecticut river?" The 
United States claimed a range of highlands which limit the 
streams falling into the river St. Lawrence, and separate them 
from streams flowing from the same range in all other direc- 
tions, and through all other channels, falling ultimately into 
the Atlantic ocean. The British claimed a range of land^ 
which, in part of its course, separated the waters of the St. 
V John from the waters of the Penobscot, and in another part 
of its course separated only the waters of one tributary of 
the St« John from another tributary of the same river. These 
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ranges of land were indicated on the map A. according to 
the claims set up by the parties respectively. The North* 
west angle of Nova Scotia, according to the claims of both 
parties, was at the point where a line due North from the 
source of the river St. Croix intersected the range of high- 
lands, with only this difference, according to the claims of 
the United States, it would intersect the range, and accord- 
ing to the claims of Great Britain, it would touch the Eastern 
extremity of the line, and only intersect it if continued 
Northwesterly. 

To avoid any misrepresentation of the meaning of the 
Arbiter, we will quote from the document. He says, 'Hhe 
arguments adduced on either side, and the documents ex* 
hibited in support of them, cannot be considered as sufficient- 
ly preponderating to determine any preference tn favor of 
one of the lines respectively claimed by the high intere$ted 
parties as boundaries of their possession, from the source of ' 
the river St. Croix to the Northwesternmost head of Connec- 
ticut river, and that the nature of the difference, and the 
vague and not sufficiently determinate stipulations of the 
Treaty of 1783, do not permit to adjudge either of these 
lines to one of the said parties, without wounding the princi* 
pies of law and equity with regard to the other." 

And again, ^Hhe question results itself into a selection -to 
be made of a ground dividing the rivers that empty them- 
selves into the river St. Lawrence from those that fall into 
the Atlantic ocean ; that the high interested parties are 
agreed with regard to the courses of the stream delineated 
by common accord on the map A. and affording the only 
basis of a decision ; and that therefore the circumstances 
upon which such a decision could not be farther elucidated 
by fresh topographical investigation, nor by the productionji 
of additional documents." Then follows 

"We are of opinion, That it will be suitable to adopt as 
the boundary of the two States, a line drawn due North frogi 
the source of the river St. Croix to the point where it inter- 
sects the middle of the deepest channel of the river St. John, 
thence the liiiddle of the deepest channel of that river as- 
cending," &c. This is the language of recommendation or 
advice to the parties of a course to be adopted by them, 
rather than a decision of the point submitted ; whether the 
meaning is to be ascertained from the language used, or froQi 
the preceding arguments, the conclusion is the same, the 
Arbiter did not pretend to decide, and declared he could not 
decide the point in controversy between the parties, but only 
intended to suggest a mode, by which, in his opinion, it mij^bt 
be decided. The Arbiter seemut to have been impressed with 
17 
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the limitation of his powers, and that he had no authority to 
decide contrary to the question submitted, and that he was 
bound to decide, if he decided at ail, in favor of one, of the 
two lines claimed by the parties. 

If the deductions from the afore-recited arguments of the 
Arbiter need any farther elucidation, it will be found in an 
examination of the second point submitted to him, and his 
decision upon it. The second point of difference is, "which 
is the Northwesternmost head of Connecticut river?" One 
party claimed one branch, and the other party, another, and 
after the examination of the evidence and arguments adduced 
by both parties, the Arbiter, instead of using the same lan- 
guage and form of expression, says, "we are of opinion that 
the stream situated farthest to the Northwest among those 
which fall into the Northernmost of the three lakes, the last 
of which bears the name of Connecticut, must be considered 
as the Northwesternmost head of Connecticut river." This 
seems to be, from the arguments which precede, and the 
language employed by the Arbiter, the only point decided, 
of the three submitted. 

The Government of the United States cannot feel them- 
selves bound to adopt or be governed by the advice of the 
Arbiter, particularly when his advice was not sought or asked 
by them, and was given at a time when his situation gave 
him peculiar inducements for favoring Great Britain. 

Jf it were to be consideredj that the Arbiter had made a 
decision with an intention of deciding the first point of dif- 
ference between the parties^ the question arises^ Has the 
ArbUei^ decided in pursuance of the authority given him? 

The authority under which he acted has been before stat- 
ed, and here it will be only necessary to repeat, if he has 
not decided the points of difference which had arisen in the 
settlement of the boundary between the American and British 
dominions, as described in the fifth article of the Treaty of 
Ghent, according to the Treaties and Conventions appertain- 
ing to the same subject, the Government of the United States 
will have no hesitation in rejecting the decision. If the 
Arbiter has not performed his duties in good faith, or has 
violated or transcended the powers given him; it does appear 
to your committee impossible that the Government of the 
United States will consider their faith pledged so far as to 
consider themselves bound by the decision. 

It is proper to examine the subject of dispute. The Arbiter 
in stating the claims made by the parties in relation to the 
first point in dispute, says, "the high interested parties re- 
spc'ctiycly claim that line of boundary at the Soi^k and at 
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the JVbr^& of the river St. John, and have each indicated 
upon the map A. the line which tiiey claim." The line in- 
dicated on the Map by Great Britain South of the St. Johoy 
extended from the source of that river, and between it and 
its tributaries, and the Penobscot river and its tributaries in 
a part of its course, and in the residue of its course between 
tributaries of the St. John to Mars hill. The line indicated 
by the United States on the North of the St. John, extended 
along the ridge of land which limits the sources of the 
streams which fall into the river St. Lawrence to the point 
upon that ridge, which terminates a due North line from the 
source of the river St. Croix. It is very manifest the Arbiter 
fully understood the respective claims and differences of the 
parties. 

Great Britain and the United States equally contended that 
the boundary was on the land, a boundary of highlands, 
which divided waters; they could not have contended for 
any other, because the Treaty of 1783 describes no other 
than one on the "highlands which divide the rivers that empty 
themselves into the river St. Lawrence from those which fall 
into the Atlantic Ocean," nor did the Proclamation of 1763, 
the Quebec act of 1774, the Commissions to the Governors 
of the Province of Quebec, or the Commissions to the Gov- 
ernors of Nova Scotia or New Brunswick describe any other 
boundary than a boundary on the land, and as it was describ- 
ed in the Treaty. 

- From an examination of the Treaty and documents above 
named, one fact appears clear and manifest — ^They all divide 
the streams and rivers into iwo, and but two classes for any 
purpose connected with the boundaries, to wit; the river St* 
Lawrence, and all the rivers and streams emptying into it 
from the highlands, which limit their sources, are placed in 
one class, and in opposition to all other streams or nvers, flow- 
ing from the sam^ highlands in other directions and through 
all other channels into the Sea or Atlantic Ocean; which 
constitute the other class. Commencing with the proclama- 
tion of 1763, the British became particular and gave exact 
and well described boundaries to their Provinces, so much 
so, that it is how difficult to perceive how any general de- 
scriptions could be more clear. 

The Treaty of 1783, adopted the boundaries of the Pro- 
vinces as they had been at various times clearly and distinctly 
described by the British. 

-The question submitted to the Arbiter was not a question 
of lati^or equity, it was barely a question of fact, and he 
only had authority to decide the fact under the Treaties and 
the claims which had been set up under them by Great 
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Britain and the United States. His authority was limited to 
deciding whether the line claimed by Great Britain on the 
South, or the line claimed by the United States on the North 
of the St. John, was the line intended a^d described in the 
Treaty of Peace of 1783. The authority of drawing or re- 
commending a new line, however much it was for his interest 
to do it, or for the interest of the British that it should be 
done, was not conferred by the Convention. 

The Arbiter not having pursued the authority conferred 
on him by the ''high interested parties" in his decision, but 
having drawn a new line, not on the land, but in the beds of 
rivers in a considerable part of its course, in direct violation 
of the terms of the Treaties and Convention and the claims 
of the respective parties, from which all his authority was 
derived, it necessarily follows that his decision is null and 
void, and ought not to be regarded by the United States as 
having any force or effect. 

If the Arbiter had decided in favor of the line claimed by 
the British on the South of the St. John, there might have 
been a slight appearance of plausibility in the decision, 
inasmuch as the boundary would have been on the land, and 
according to the claim made by one of the parties. But the 
Arbiter despatched the British claim very briefly, and, to use 
his language, "at all events, if it were deemed proper to 
place it (the Northwest angle of Nova Scotia) nearer to the 
source of the river St. Croix and look for it at Mars hill, for 
instance, it would be so much more possible that the boun- 
dary of New Brunswick drawn thence JVortheastwardly 
would give to that Province several Northwest angles, situat- 
ed further J^arth and East accor4ing to their greater remote- 
ness from Mars hill." The British probably did not wish the 
Arbiter to decide in favor of their claim, because if he gave 
them so much, they no doubt believed the flagrant injustice 
of the act, would arouse such a state of feeling in the Uni- 
ted States as would prevetit their holding any part, and that 
they should not be able to secure to themselves a direct 
communication between Fredericton and Quebec. 

The Arbiter seems not to have despatched the claim and 
Itfgument of the United States with equal facility. He felt 
the difliculty of reconciling the decision, which circumstan- 
ces compelled him to make, to the evidence ; and wished, no 
doubt, to satisfy the United States by giving them Rouse's 
point in exchange for two or three millions of acres of land 
in Maine. 

The Arbiter supposes, that, because the line was drawn 
through the Western Lakes, without a strict regard to the 
ancient lines of Provinces, and because Mitchell's map was 
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used by the negotiators of the Treaty of 1783, upon which 
the lines of the Provinces were not previously drawn, and 
because Great Britain at first claimed the Piscataqua river as 
the eastern boundary of the United States, and because "the 
Treaty of Ghent stipulated for a new examination on the 
spot, which would not be applicable to an historical or ad- 
ministrative boundary, that the ancient delimitation of the 
Provinces does not afford the basis of a decision.^' If he had 
intended to have come fairly and impartially to a conclusion, 
it is a little difficult to conceive the reason of his having 
made only a partial selection of the facts, or of his assuming 
the existence of difficulties which would not have been , 
found in practice. 

It does by no means follow that if the negotiators did not 
iiUtend to adopt the ancient lines of Provinces where the lakes 
formed a boundary, or if the British wished in the early stage 
of the negotiation to. limit the United States to the Piscataqua 
river, that it was not finally agreed to adopt the ancient lines 
between the Provinces as the boundary of the United States 
in that part of it which came within the cognizance of the 
Arbiter. 

From the history of the negotiation of the Treaty of 1783, 
it appears that the line was drawn through the middle of the 
lakes as the most certain and convenient l^oundary in that 
quarter. That the British did indeed, in the first instance, 
propose the Piscataqua river as the Eastern boundary of the 
United States, in the second instance the Kennebec, and in the 
third instance the Penobscot. The Americans proposed the 
river St. John aff the boundary. Neither proposition was 
adopted, but if either had been, a new boundary differing 
from the ancient boundaries of Provinces, would have been 
established. The negotiators agreed to adopt, and did 
adopt, after all their discussions, the ancient boundaries of 
the Provinces as they had long before been established by the 
British Government between Nova Scotia and Canada on the 
one hand, and Massachusetts, New Hampshire, Vermont and 
New York to the river St. Lawrence, on the other. The fact 
appears from the declarations of a majority of the negotiators, 
and the language used, which is nearly a transcript of the 
description of the boundaries of the Provinces, as established 
by. the British. Of these points the Arbiter was not ignorant, 
for the evidence of them had appeared in the discussion of the 
subject of boundary, and no doubt was in his possession. 
That the facts derived from documents in relation to the 
boundary may appear as they exist, we have deemed it proper 
to collate them as follows : — 
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Boundaries in ike treaty of 1763. 

**From the Northwest angle of Nova 
Scotia, to wit : that angle which is foriii- 
ed by a line drawn doe north from the 
■oarce of the St. Croix river to the high- 
lands, along the highland$ which di^ 
%ide the rivers that empty themaelvea 
into the river St, Lawrence from 
tbo:«e which full into the Atlantic 
Ocean to the Northwestern moat head of 
Connecticut river, thence down along the 
middle of that river to the forty-fif^h de- 
gree of North Latitude, from thence by 
a line due west in said latitude, until it 
strikes the river Iroquois or Cateniguy. 



"East by a line to be drawn along the 
middle of the river St. Croix^from its 
mouth in the Bay of Funday to its 
source^ and from its source directly 
north to the aforesaid highlands, vrhicn 
divide those rivers that fall into the At- 
lantic Ocean from those which fall into 
the river St Lawrence.'' 



Boundaries in the Proclamation of 
Oct. 7, 176a 
**The said line crossing the St. Law- 
rence, and lake Champlain in forty -five 
degrees of North Latitude passes along 
the highlands which divide the rivers 
that empty themselves into the said 
St. Lawrence from those which faU 
into the Sea, and also along the coast 
of the Bay des Chaleor and the coast of 
the gulf of St. Lawrence to Cape Ro- 
sieres." The same boundary is found 
in the Commissions to Governors Mur- 
ray and Cnrleton, which are dated, one 
November 21, 1763, the other, April 21, 
1767. 

Boundaries in the Quebec Act, 1774. 

"South by a line from the Bay. of 
Chaleur along the highlands which di- 
vide the rivers that empty themselves 
into the river St. Lawrence, from 
those which fall into the Sea^ to a 
point in the forty-fiAh degree of North 
Latitude on the Eastern branch of the 
river Connecticut, keeping the same lat- 
itude directly west through lake Cham- 
plain until in the same latitude it meets 
the St. Lawrence." 

The same boundary is also found in 
the Commission to Gov. Haldimand, 
dated September 18, 1777. In the 
Commission to Governor Carleton, dated 
April 22, 1786, is found the following : 

"Bounded on the south by a line from 
the Bay of Chaleur along the highlands 
which divide the rivers which empty 
themselves into the river St Lawrence, 
from those which fall into the Atlantic 
Ocean, to the JVorthwesternmost head 
of Connecticut river, thence down 
along the middle of that river to the 
forty-fifth degree of JVorth Latitude, 
from thence by a line due west on 
said latitude until it strikes the river 
Iroquois or Cataraguy.** 

In the Commission to Governor Wil- 
mot. Governor of Nova Scotia, ^ated 
November 21, 1763, is found the follow- 
ing boundary : 

** Westward by a line drawn from 
Cape Sable across the entrance of the 
Bay of Fundy, to the mouth of the rw- 
er St. Croix by said river to its source 
and by a line drawn due north, from 
thence to the southern boundary of 
our Province of Quebec to the north- 
ward by the same boundary as far as the 
western extremity of the Bay des Cha- 
leur." 

The same boondary is alio fonnd in

the CommiMMms lo the Goveniort of 
Nova Scotia in 1766, 1773, and in the 
Commissions to Governor Parr, dated 
July 29, 1782, who was the Governor at 
the time of the Treaty in 1788. 

In the Commission lo Governor Carlo- 
ton, the first Governor of New Brans- 
wick, dated August 16, 1784, u foand 
the following boundary : 

'* Bounded on the westward by the 
month of the river St Croix by the 
taid river tt> its source, and by a line 
drawn due north, from thence to the 
southern boundary of our Province 
of Quebec to the northward by the 
, said boundary as far as the western 

extremity of the Bay of Chaleur.*' 

It is not a little difficult to conceive, how so plain language 
and explicit description of boundary could, by any sound and 
honest mind, be so totally misconstrued, and should have 
been considered as not afibrding any basis of a decision in 
relation to the points submitted. If the facts in relation to 
Mitchell's Map are considered, the conclusion of the Arbiter 
is not warranted. That was a map of North America, pub- 
lished while the British and French were contending for em- 
pire in North America, from the means furnished by the office 
of the board of trade and plantations in England, and while 
also the question, which had arisen under the Treaty of 
Utrecht, by which the French ceded Nova Scotia or Acadie 
to the British, as to the limits of Nova Scotia, was unsettled. 
It was not, therefore, the policy of the British Government to 
designate the boundaries of the Provinces on her maps, which 
the compiler very well understood, and therefore the bounda- 
ries were not drawn. It is not true, as supposed by the Ar- 
biter, that MitchelPs Map regulated the boundaries, but the 
negotiators regulated the boundaries by pencil marks upon 
the map, according to their agreement of adopting the boun- 
daries of the Province, as they were, and had been establish- 
ed before the Revolution. 

Another of the reasons urged as not affording a basis of a 
decision is, ''that the treaty of Ghent stipulated for a new 
examination on the spot, which could not be made applicable 
to an historical or administrative boundary." This like the 
other instances^ is begging the question. Facts are better 
than hypothesis. The fifth article of the Treaty of Ghent 
provides : '' Whereas neither the point of the highlands lying 
due North from the source of the river St. Croix and desig- 
nated in the former Treaty of Peace between the two powers 
as the Northwest angle of Nova Scotia, nor *the Northwest- 
ernmost head of Connecticut rivers has yet been ascertained^ 
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and whereas that part of the boundary line between the two 
powers which extends from the source of the river St. Croix 
directly North to the abovementioned Northwest angle of 
Nova Scotia, thence along the said highlands which divide 
the rivers that empty themselves into the rivei* St. Lawrence 
from those which fall into the Atlantic Ocean, to the North- 
westernmost head of Connecticut river, thence down along 
the middle of that river to the forty fifth degree of North 
latitude, thence by a line due West on said latitude, until it 
strikes the river Iroquois or Cateraguy, has not yet been sur- 
veyed.^^ If the statement of the Arbiter has any meaning, it 
appears to us to mean, that inasmuch as the monument had 
not been erected at the angle, the stipulation of the parties in 
the Treaty afforded him no means of deciding where the angle 
should be. This avoids the very object of the Treaty, which 
was to have the lines surveyed, and the angle marked. If the 
lines had.been surveyed and marked, the parties would have 
had no occasion for his services. If the plain objects, clearly 
set forth in the article, could not furnish to the mind of the 
Arbiter, any basis for a decision, we cannot conceive what 
could. He has in this, as in other instances; shewn more of 
ingenuity than of soundness of judgment. No surveyor who 
had a competent knowledge of his business, would with such 
rules as the Treaties furnish, find any difficulty in ascertain- 
ing the lines and the angles. The Arbiter says, " the first 
instructions of Congress, at the time of the negotiations which 
resulted in the Treaty of 1783, locate the said angle at the 
source of the river St. John." We are aware that this may be a 
British argument, but we are not aware that the instructions 
said any thing about, or had any allusion to the Northwest 
angle of Nova Scotia. The design of the instructions was to 
form a new boundary not conforming to the ancient line of the 
Provinces, but as another and different line was adopted by the 
Treaty, the instructions have nothing to do with the Bounda- 
ries. If the St. John had been adopted as the boundary, an 
inspection of the map shews that Nova Scotia would not have 
had a Northwest, but a Southwest angle, if it had retained 
the territory to the head of the river, on the lefl bank of it. 
We are aware the British iiad made as much as they could 
of the fact, which had ceased to have any bearing on the 
question of boundary, after the adoption of the Treaty of 178S. 
But yet this argument has been adopted by the Arbiter. 

He, again in a subsequent part of his argument, recurs to 
the instructions and says, '< that if by adopting the line claim- 
ed at the North of the river St. John, Great Britain cannot be 
considered as obtaining a territory of less value, than if she . 
had accepted in 1783 the river St. John as her frontier, taking 
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into view the situation of the country situated between tb« 
river St. John and St. Croix in the vicinity of the sea, and the 
possession of both banks of the river St. John in the lower 
part of its course, said equivalent would nevertheless be de8«- 
troyed by the interruption of the communication between 
Lower Canada and J^ew Brunswick^ especially between 
Quebefi and Frederickton ; and one toomld vainly seek to die- 
<:aver what nudives could have determined the Court of London 
to consent to such €tn interpr^ation.^^ 

We are aware it has been admitted bv the British within a 
few years past, that the country was included within the lim- 
its of the Treaty, but they have said, they never intended to 
give it up. The reason of their giving it up by the stipula- 
tions in the Treaty of 1783 is a plain one — they had struggled, 
but in vain, to hold the people of the United States in sub- 
jection to their power, and had been compelled to acknow- 
ledge their independence, and had failed in limiting the 
United States to the Piscataqua, or Kennebec, or Penobscot 
rivers, and to settle the dispute agreed to adopt the ancient 
boundaries of the Provinces. This being a part of the terri- 
tory which belonged to one of the States whose independence 
she acknowledged, she could not in justice withhold from the 
State any p^rt of it. 

The Arbiter has seen fit to introduce a class of geographi- 
cal and grammatical arguments. These, like other argu- 
ments, are not original with him, but are of British manufac- 
ture. A full and sufficient answer, to all his immediate and 
Tnediate divisions of waters, and bis supposition that the verb 
^* divide" requires the contiguity of the objects to be divided, 
as used in the Treaty, is, the Treaties, the Proclamation of 
1763, the Quebec Act of 1774, and all the Commissions to 
the Governors, divide all the waters conaected with the boun- 
dary into two and only two classes, to wit : those which flow 
into the river St. Lawrence, on the one hand, and those which 
through all other channels, by whatever name they may be 
called, ultimately fall into the sea or Atlantic Ocean, on the 
other. 

It cannot be pretended that the Proclamation of 1763, tlie 
Quebec Act of 1 774, and the Commissions to the governors 
of the Province of Quebec, gave' to that Province any other 
or greater territory, from the Bay of Chaleur to the head of 
Connecticut river, than the territory limited by the range of 
highlands which limit the waters that flow into the river St. 
Lawrence. Nor can it be pretended that the Commissions to 
the Governors of Nova Scotia and New Brunswick gave them 
any territory West of the meridian drawn North from the 
source of the river St. Croix to the boundary of the Province 

' 18^ 
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of doebec, the highlands which limit the tribatary streams 
of the river St. Lawrence. 

The leading object of the Arbiter, in all his arguments, 
appears to have been, to avoid deciding in favor of either line, 
because if he decided in favor of either, he could find no ex- . 
cose for deciding against the line claimed by the United 
States, which he could expect would have even the appear- 
ance of plausibility to the world, and thus the chance of se- 
curing Great Britain a passage between " Lower Canada and 
New Brunswick, especially between ^ebec and Frederick- 
ton^^^ would be forever lost. 

It is with much satisfaction the committee have seen the 
prompt and able manner in which the Minister of the United 
States at the Hague, has met the subject in his Protest ad- 
dressed to the King's Minister of Foreign Afiairs ; to which 
Protest, for the further elucidation of their views, they re- 
spectfully ask the attention of the Legislature. 

In conclusion, your committee deem it to be their duty to 
the Legislature and to the State, to declare that in their opin- 
ion, in whatever light the document which emanated from the 
Arbiter may be considered, whether as emanating from an 
individual, and not from that friendly Sovereign^ Powers o^ 
State, to whom the points in dispute were submitted by the 
parties, because he had long before the decision ceased to be 
such Sovereign ; or whether it be considered as advice on 
two of the points siibmitted and a decision on the other ; or 
whether it be considered a decision on all the three points 
submitted, inasmuch as the decision is not warranted by his 
Situation and the authority which was giVen him, nor a decis- 
ion of the questions submitted to him by the parties, the 
United States will not consider themselves bound, on any 
principle whatever, to adopt it. And further, should the Uni- 
ted States adopt the document as a decision, it will be in 
violation of the constitutional rights of the State of Maine, 
which she cannot yield. 

All which is respectfully submitted.

The last sum is payable at any time — $500 within eight 
years ; and $6,400 within fifteen years, at the pleasure of the 
Legislature, from the proceeds of the sales of Public lands; 
but as this sum is at an interest of five per cent, your Com- 
mittee recommend its payment. For the payment of the sum 
of thirty thousand nine hundred dollars, with the interest 
thereon, a Resolve is herewith submitted. 

Your Committe have obtained no information in relation to 
the condition on which that part of the Public Debt not now 
due can be paid, except from the Cumberland Insurance Of- 
fice, of whom $20,000 of the loan of May 1, 1822, was obtain- 
ed, payable on the first day of May, 1832. The Directors 
propose to receive the amount due that corporation at a pre- 
mium of two per cent. Whether a payment at this rate will 
be advantageous to the State, your Committee will not under- 
take to determine. 

Although the appropriation of thirty thousand four hundred

the Legislature. 



Chapter 87. 

Resolve providinff fbr the appoint'ipent of a person to take care of the 
Military property of the State in Portland. 

Approved April 1, 1831* 

RMolvedf That the Governor be, and he is hereby author^ 
ised, with the advice and consent of the Council, whenever he 
may deem it necessary, to appoint some suitable person to 
have the care and custody of the Military property of the State' 
remaining in the town 6f Portland, and to perform all the 
duties of Quarter Master so far as they are to be performed 
at that place and may relate to preserving and repairing the 
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Military property there deposited, and issuing the same upon 
proper requisitions therefor. 

Resolved, That there be allowed and paid to the person, so 
appointed, in full compensation for his labor and services, the 
sum of two hundred and fifty dollars annually, in quarterly 
payments ; and the Governor, with advice and consent of 
Council, is authorized to draw his warrant therefor accord- 
ingly. 



Chapter 88.

Approved April 1, 1831. 

Resolved/ Thai the Secretary of State be, and hereby is au-> 
thorized and directed to deliver to the Trustees of the West- 
brook Seminary, one copy of Greenleaf's Statistical View 
and Map of this State, for the use of said Institution. 



STATE OF MAINE. 
House Q^ Representatives, March 28, 1831 « 

The Select Committee, to whom was referred an order of 
the 21st instant "instructing them to enquire, whether the 
timber lands in Townships No. 7 and 8 in the second Range 
North of Bingham Purchase, Easfof Penobscot River, were 
sold agreeably to the provisions of law, and whether the plans 
and field notes of the survey of those tracts and others have 
been returned to the Secretary of State as the law directs, and 
whetl^er the lots which the law requires shall be reserved for 
public uses have been designated," have attended to tfie duty 
assigned them, and ask leaVe to Report, That they have en- 
tered upon the important subject committed to their consid- 
eration, with that care and attention which an enquiry into 
the official acts of one, who until recently held an important 
office of trust and responsibility under the authority of this 
State imperiously demands, and with a disposition to sustain 
his proceedings, if the most liberal construction of the law 
regulating the sale of the Public lands of this State would 
permit it. 

Your Committees however, are constrained to say, that from 
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a careful examination of the provisions of said law and of the 
evidence which has been before them connected with the sale 
of parls of Townships No. 7 and 8 North of Bingham's Pe- 
nobscot Purchase, there has been on the part of the late Liaiid 
Agent, such a departure from its plain and imperative proTi- 
sions, as to leave but little doubt that the sales made by him 
in the instances adverted to are void, as not having been made 
in conformity with the provisions thereof. 

With a view that this subject may be fully understood, as 
well as the grounds upon which the opinion expressed is pre- 
dicated, the Committee have thought proper to embody in 
this Report such parts of the law relating to the sale of the 
Public lands as are pertinent to the enquiry now under con- 
sideration, together with such fiicts as the documents in the 
Land Office rarnish in support of the opinion to which the 
Committee have reluctantly arrived. 

By the Act passed February 20, 1828, the Public lands of the 
State are divided into two classes, viz. Such as ^^ are consider- 
ed valuable principally for timber thereon,'' constitute the first 
class, and such as come "within the denomination of settling or 
waste land,'' constitute the second class. Prior to making sale 
of any of the lands of the State falling into the first class, it is 
made the duty of the Land Agent under the advice and di- 
rection of the Governor and Council to fix and determine the 
minimum price at which they may be sold, and advertize the 
same with the time and place of sale in the State paper, and 
in some newspaper published in the County where the land to 
be sold is situated, (if any there be) and such other newspa- 
per or newspapers as in the opinion of said Agent the public 
good requires, sixty days at least before the time of sale. It 
is further provided in said Act, if the Agent cannot sell at 
Public Auction the whole or any part of the land so advertiz- 
ed, for the lowest price aforesaid or a greater sum, he is then 
authorized to sell the same at private sale on the best terms 
he can obtain, not however for a less sum titan the minimum 
price fixed ; and in all cases, for the sale of Timber lands, 
one fourth part of the purchase money shall be required to be 
paid at the time of sale and the residue shall be secured by 
the notes of the purchaser, with good sureties, payable in 
three equal annual instalments, with interest annually. 

With regard to lands falling into the second class, the 
Land Agent, under the direction of the Governor and Coun- 
cil, is authorized to sell at public auction or private sale, any 
quantity of the public lands which come within such class, 
when in their opinion the same can be done for a fair price, 
on a credit not exceeding eight years, the interest to be paid 
annually, and the principal in four equal instalnients after the 
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fourth year — the purchase money to be secured by the per- 
sonal security of the purchaser, with good sureties or a mort* 
gage of the land purchased ; and said Agent is further au- 
thorized under the advice and direction of the Governor and 
Council, to cause any of said lands to be surveyed and divided 
into lots of not less than one hundred acres each for the pur- 
pose of sale and settlement. 

By the second section of the same Act, it is made the duty 
of said Agent to keep correct plans of all surveys to be made 
under said Act add to transmit copies thereof, and of all field 
notes, to the office of Secretary of State, as soon as may be 
after such surveys shall have been made ; and by the law of 
1830, the Land Agent is empowered and it is made his duty 
to designate the tract reserved for public i:^ies in all townships 
sold by the State. 

In determining whether the sales made by the late Agent, 
in the cases alluded to, are or are not legal, it becomes im- 
portant to enquire whether the lands thus sold by him come 
within the first class^ and if so, have the provisions of the law 
applicable to lands of that description been complied with ; 
from the facts which will be hereafter stated, your Committee 
have come to the conclusion, that they must be considered as 
coming within the first class, and as such, ought to have been 
sold at public auction, and not at private sale. The evidence 
upon which the foregoing opinion rests, arises from two sources. 

First — From the fact that a minimum price was fixed to 
these townships by the Land Agent in concurrence with the 
Governor and Council ; which is only done in relation to tim- 
ber lands : 

Secondly-^From the instructions given by the late Land 
Agent to the person who was designated by him to surrey 
these Townships, and firom the return made to the Land 
Office. 

These instructions were, to survey townships numbered sev- 
en and eight, in the second range. North of Bingham's Penob- 
scot Purchase, and in relation to No. 7, the Agent observes^ 
*' You will survey said No. 7, into lots unless you shall find a 
large part of it more valuable for timber than settlement, in 
which case you will survey such part of said Township as may 
not be valuable for timber ;" under these instructions, the sur- 
veyor run^that part of Township No. 7, which he deemed 
suitable for settling or waste land, leaving seven thousand, 
seven hundred sixty seven acres, being the North Easterly 
part thereof, which in his return he states is valuable princi- 
pally for the timber thereon. As to Township No. 8, the sur- 
veyor says, " You will perceive by the return which I trans- 
mit by Mt. Powers, that I consider the North part of No. 8» 
more valuable for timber than for settlement." 
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In addition to the foregoing, the late Land Agent in his 
communication to the Governor and Council of 24th June, 
1830, observes, "I would recommend to the Governor and 
Council to fix the minimum price of Townships No. 7 and 8, 
in the second range. North of the Lottery Lands, some parts 
of which are supposed to be more valuable for timber than 
settlement," and in pursuance of this recommendation, the 
minimum price was fixed by the Governor and Council in 
concurrence with the said Agent. 

If these facts establish the position, that the portions of 
townships No. 7 and 8, sold by the late Agent, were valuable 
principally for the timber thereon and thus necessarily falling 
within the first class, it will only remain to enquire whether 
the sales aforesaid were made in the manner provided by law. 
Upon this branch of this subject, your Committee find that 
the North part of No. 8 and the North East part of No. 7, in 
the second range, North of Bingham's Penobscot Purchase, 
were disposed of at private sale on the twenty-seventh-day of 
September last, by the late Agent, and in pursuance thereof 
deeds were made and delivered to the purchasers, December 
18, 1830, and notes taken for the whole amount of the pur- 
chase money amply secured as your Committee understand. 
It however will be seen that these sales were made in viola- 
tion of the law regulating the disposition of timber lands, and 
that the provisions requiring the Land Agent to sell such 
lands at Public Auction — to advertize them in the State and 
other papers^ sixty days before the day of saUy and the pay- 
ment of one quarter part of the purchaae money at the time of 
the sale, have been wholly disregarded. 

It is diflicult to account for the omission of the late Agent 
to comply with the salutary provisions of the law regulating 
the sale of timber lands upon any other ground, than an im- 
pression on his part that these townships did not come • with- 
in the first class, and that he was therefore at liberty to revise 
and annul his own decision, and that of the Governor and 
Council in fixing a minimum price and to disregard the opin- 
ion of the Surveyor as to the character of large portions of 
said townships. Whether it is for the interest of the S|tate to 
clothe their Agent with powers which effectually repeal many 
of the important provisions of the Act alluded to, or whether 
in the exercise of them in the present instance, any injury has 
resulted to the State, your Committee do not deem it their 
province to determine. 

In connection with this part of the Report, your Committee ' 
deem it their duty to call the attention of the Legislature to 
another transaction of the late Agent, where he exercised sim- 
ilar powers, manifestly in opposition to the opinion of the 
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Governor and Council, as will appear from the following let- 
ter and order of Council. — 

" NORRIDGSWOCK, OcTO. 19, 1830. ^ 

**To the Hon. the Governor and Council 
of the State of Maine. 

Gent. — The period is so near at hand when it will be ne- 
cessary for me to make to you a general report of my proceed- 
ings, that I shall omit an account of my proceedings in the 
Land Agency to that time. The oBject of the present letter 
is to request a price to be fixed on township No. 3, first range, 
North of the Lottery lands. Gen. Webber, who has explored 
it recently, represents it to be land of a poor quality and ad- 
vises to fix the price at twenty five cents per acre. 

I am of the opinion it should be fixed at that and number 
three, thirteenth range. West of the Monument. 

I wish you to advise me in relation to the sale of the first 
named Township. You will perceive by looking at the law 
of 1828, that none but waste or settling land can be sold with- 
out an advertisement in the State paper and' another where 
the land lies, sixty days previous to the sale. I consider it 
would defeat the sale of No. 3, this fall. I consider it as pe- 
culiarly a waste township— it is about 1-3 bog, 6 or 6000 
acres poor settling land and the balance settling and timber 
land and bog interspersed, and no part of it particularly valu- ' 
able for either. This is the acct>unt of Gen. Webber. I wish 
the opinion of the Gov. and Council whether under these cir- 
cumstances it is to be considered as waste land, so that I can 
sell at private sale, as I am satisfied I can now do it at its full 
value, from causes that may not hereafter operate upon it. 
With much respect, &c. 

. M. P. NORTON."

The Committee of Council to whom was referred the Com- 
munication of Milford P. Norton, Land Agent, dated Nor- 
ridgewock, October 19, 1830, in relation to the minimum price 
and sale of townships No. 3, 1st range. North of the Lottery 
lands, and township No. 3, 13th range. West of the Monu- 
ment, having considered the same-^Report, under the existing 
provisions of the law of 1828, the Committee have doubts of 
the propriety of putting the first mentioned of these townships 
into the market as settling and waste lands, and deem it ad- 
visable not to fix . the minimum price to either township the 
present year.

25 1830 — ^This Report on being read 
was accepted by the Council and by the Governor approved.

Notwithstanding the above order of Council, the first nam- 
ed Township was sold at private sale to an individual at Ban- 
gor, during the last fall. If this township was as is supposed, 
valuable principally for the timber thereon, it was the duty of 
the Agent to have sold the same at Public Auction and given 
the necessary notice ; on the other hand, if it was not of that 
description, yet the sale was improper and iUegal inasmuch 
as the Agent was directed by another order of the Governor 
and Council, under date of July 6, 1830, "to sell to actual 
settlers ontjff such lands as were then surveyed and lotted, at 
such prices as in his opinion would be most advantageous to 
the State, agreeably to the eighth section of an Act to promote 
the sale and settlement' of the public lands." It cannot be 
pretended that the sale alluded to, was made to actual set; 
tiers, and in any view of the subject which your Committee 
can take, it is apparent to them that the law and the order of 
the Governor and Council have been wholly disregarded by 
the late Agent in making the sale aforesaid. 

In relation to the other branches of enquiry submitted to 
your Committee, they have only to observe, that they do not 
find that copies of plans and field notes of any surveys made 
under the direction of the late Agent, have been transmitted 
to that ofiice as required by law, nor do they find that any 
designation of the lots reserved for public uses has been made 
by him under the law of 1830. 

Before closing this Report, your Committee would observe 
that in their opinion, a due regard to the interests of those 
who have become purchasers of parts of Townships No. 7 and 
8, in the second range, and also of Township numbered three 
in the first range. North of Bingham's Penobscot Purchase, 
in the ( ) requires that a Resolve should be passed confirming 
and estaolishing their title to the several tracts conveyed to 
them, and for this they have prepared a Resolve which is here- 
with submitted.

Chapter 01. 

Resolve on the Pay Roll of the House of Representatives.

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Chapter 99.

Resolved, That the Secretary of State be, and he is hereby, 
authorized and required, as soon as may be, to make and com- 
plete, under the direction of the Governor and Council, the 
Records required to be kept in his office, so far aa he can do 
the same from original documents and papers in said office, 
which were not recorded, or which were imperfectly recorded, 
previous to his election to office ; Provided, That the Secre- 
tary shall keep an accurate list of such corrections as he may 
by this Resolve be authorized to make upon the Records, 
subject to the call or inspection of the Legislature.

Resolutions of the General Assembly of the State of Con- 
necticut, in opposition to an alteration of the Constitution of, 
the United States, as proposed by the Legislatures of Missou- 
ri and Georgia. 

And also Resolutions of the General Assembly of the State 
of Vermont, in opposition to the beforementioned alteration 
in the Constitution of the U. States.

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STATE OF MAINE. 

In Senate, March -29, 1831. 

The Joint Select Committee, to which was referred so 
much of the Governor's Message as relates to Internal Im- 
provements and Surplus Revenue ; and to which were also 
referred the Resolution of the General Assembly of the 
State of Delaware, approving the Tariff of 1828 ; the Res- 
olutions of the General Assembly of the State of Louisia- 
na, approving the Tariff; and the Report and Resolutions of 
the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, 
advocatiug a System of Internal Improvements to be execu- 
ted by the Federal Government and approving the Tariff, 
have had the same under consideration and submit the follow- 
ing REPORT:— 

The power of the Government of the United States to lay 
and collect taxes, duties, imposts and excises for the purpose 
of paying the debts and providing for the common defence 
and general welfare of the Union is expressly granted in the 
Constitution, and, it is believed, has never been denied by 
those, who are opposed to, and oppressed by, the Tariff of 
1828. The complaints, which have been made, and justly, 
against the Tariff, are that it is unequal in its operation, un- 
necessarily oppressive, and imposes upon the people a bur- 
densome taxation, indirect, it is true, but not the less onerous 
and grievous, for objects evidently not contemplated by the 
Constitution, and, therefore, not authorized by that instru- 
ment. 

The Committee cannot concur in the opinion, expressed by 
the General Assembly of Kentucky, that ''the grant in theN 
Constitution to Congress of the power to lay and collect taxes, 
duties, imposts and excises is unth(mt limitation, except that 
they shall be uniform throughout the United States, and ex- 
cept also in the case of direct taxes, that they are to be 
apportioned among the several States, according to their 
respective numbers, determined by a prescribed rule." The 
grant of this power is moot obviously limited and restricted 
to the raising of a revenue for the purpose, as^before stated, 
of paying the debts and providing for the common defence 
and general welfare of the Union. These purposes can be 
legitimately executed by the Federal Government only by the 
exercise of the powers granted in the Constitution to Con- 
gress, and in the manner and to the extent by that instrument 
prescribed. It is believed, that the doctrine advanced by 
Kentucky is too broad and that it does not find support in the 
Constitution. It assel'ts a power in Congress to raise money 
for all purposes without limitation, except as to the manner.. 
22 
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But will it be pretended, that Congress can, under that grant 
of power, lay and collect taxes, duties, imposts and excises 
for the purpose of maintaining an army in Europe to coerce 
and compel the people of any nation there to submit to the 
existing government ? for the purpose of constructing roads 
and canals in France ? or for the purpose of paying the na- 
tional debt of Great Britain ? No one will contend that Con- 
gress can do so. Neither will it be pretended, that Congress 
can lay and collect taxes for the purpose of paying the debts 
of the individual States, or the debts of private corporations, 
from whatever source they may derive their existence, or for 
the purpose of supporting the Gospel Ministry in the several 
towns and cities in the Union, however extensively such an 
expenditure might promote the general welfare. It is clear, 
then, that the power of Congress to raise money is not with- 
out limitation, except as to the mode of raising it, and can be 
legitimately exercised only for certain purposes ; the pur- 
poses, and those only, for which the Federal Government was 
e9tablished. 

And what are the purposes for which the several States 
confederated and formed the Government of the United 
States? Certainly not for the management of the domestic 
concerns of the individual States, for each State still retains 
absolute sovereignty over her domestic affairs. The several 
States by their compact of Union, the Constitution of the 
United States, united so much of their individual sovereignty, 
as was sufficient to place them in the position, in relation to 
all other sovereign States, of an individual sovereign power, 
leaving each State, as it respects its internal concerns, a 
separate and independent sovereignty ; and, when they gran- 
ted to the Federal Government so much power as would ena- 
ble it to maintain that position for the common defence and 
general welfare of all the States, as a whole, so far as foreign 
nations were concerned, they also granted to that government 
the power, and imposed upon it the obligation, of securing 
inviolate to each of them respectively its individual sove- 
reignty over its own domestic affaits. The great objects to 
be effected and accomplished, by the establishment of the 
federal government, appear to be, to protect and defend 
each and all the States against the action of foreign govern- 
ments, by making all the States one and indivisible as to 
those governments ; to prevent collision and preserve harmony 
among them, as separate sovereignties ; to secure to each a 
republican form of government, and by consequence to pre- 
vent the coalition, or consolidation of the several States into 
a government, inconsistent with the individual sovereignty of 
each. It is believed, that these are the objects intended to 
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be effected by the formation of the union, or confederation, 
existing between the several States, and that the powers, 
granted in the Constitution to Congress, and intended to be 
exercised by the government of the United States, all look to 
their accomplishment. Any exercise of power, therefore, by 
the federal government, however it might, in the estimation 
of that government, tend to promote the general welfare of 
the several States, unless it relates to these objects and is 
specifically delegated in and by the Constitution, or is neces- 
sary to the execution of a specifically delegated power, is 
wholly unauthorized, and must be regarded as an encroach- 
ment upon the rights of the States, or of the people. 

The question then occurs ; — Is the power of raising a rev- 
enue for the purpose of making internal improvements, such 
internal improvements, as the several States, in their individ- 
ual character, are competent, without the aid or consent of 
the federal government, to make, in the manner and at the 
times, each State maty deem it proper, a power necessary to 
effect the objects for which the Union was formed ? and is it 
granted in the Constitution to Congress ? That this power is 
expressly granted no one will pretend. Is it then incident to 
any power so granted? If it be incident to any power spe- 
cincally granted, it must be necessary for carrying that pow- 
er into execution. But which of the powers expressly granted 
to Congress, it may be asked, cannot be fully exercised and 
executed without the power of making those internal im- 
provements, which the several States are acknowledged to be 
competent to make without the consent of Congress ? or rath- 
er, which of the powers expressly granted to Congress could 
not be completely executed, even if it had been expressly 
declared, in the Constitution, that Congress should not have 
the power to make internal improvements ? It is believed no 
one, however strenuous an advocate for a system of internal 
improvements, will pretend, that Congress could not fully 
execute all the powers specifically granted in the Constitu- 
tion, even if this power had been expressly denied. This 
power of making internal improvements, then, not being ex- 
pressly granted in the Constitution, and not being incident to 
any power so granted, or in other words, this power not being 
one of '< the powers delegated to the United States by the 
Constitution, nor prohibited by it to the States, is reserved to 
the States respectively, or to the people," and, therefore, 
cannot be legitimately exercised by Congress. 

A^ system of internal improvements is clearly, then, not an 
object for which Congress has the power of raising a revenue, 
or for which any surplus revenue, in the Treasury of the Uni- 
ted States, can be expended, under the existing Constitution. 
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It has been very justly asserted by the Legislature of Soutfir 
Carolina, "that it is an unconstitutional exercise of powier on 
the part of Congress^ to tax the citizens of one State, to make 
roads and canals for another State," and notwithstanding the 
broad and unqualified power, asserted in Congress by the 
General Assenrbly of Kentucky, to lay and collect taxes, 
duties, imposts and excises without limitation, except as to 
the mode, that Genera! Assembly feel6 and admits the force 
of the objection, but disavows the knowledge or belief "that 
Congress has ever, in fact taxed the citizens of one State, to 
make roads and canals for another/' "If that had been 
done," they say, " it would be admitted to be unconstitution- 
al/^ If Congress has applied any portion of the funds of the 
general government, collected from the resources of the sev- 
eral States, or from their joint property, for the purpose of 
making roads or canals in individual States, have not the cit- 
izens not only of one State, but of all the States, in fact been 
taxed, not directly, but indirectly, to make roads or canals in 
a single State ? The circumstance, that the taxation for this 
purpose is indirect, cannot change the principle. That Con- 
gress has thus applied a part of the revenue of the United 
States, it is believed, none will deny. Will it, then, be pre- 
tended that the citizens of one State have not in feet been 
taxed to make roads or canals for another State, because the 
citizens of aK the States have been taxed to the same extent 
for that purpose ? If then this cannot be asserted, or preten- 
ded, with truth, and it cannot, unless the number of the citi- 
zens of aU the States does not embrace and comprehend the 
citizens of each of the States, upon the principle, unequivo- 
cally conceded by the General Assembly of Kentucky, it must 
be admitted, that the application of the funds of the United 
States, raised by " taxes, duties, imposts and excises," to the 
construction of roads and canals in the individual States, is 
unconstitutional. 

While your Committee believe, that no intelligent citizen 
of the United States will deny to Congr.ess the power to lay 
and collect a direct tax, in want of funds obtained in the usual 
mode by duties on imports, for the purpose of constructing 
and maintaining fortifications in any one of the States' for the 
defence of that State, they apprehend that few cari be found, 
who would hazard their reputation for intelligence and dis- 
cretion by asserting the power in Congress to lay and collect 
a direct tax for the purpose of constructing and maintaining- 
roads and canals in the several States. And why, it may be 
asked, do not the advocates of a system of internal impr6ve- 
ments, to be executed by the federal government, openly and 
boldly maintain the power in Congress to raise money by di-

red taxation for that purpose ? Congress can certainly lay 
and collect a direct tax for any purpose for which it can raise 
a revenue by indirect taxation, in the shape of duties on im- 
ported articles, such as is imposed by the TarifT^'and if it is 
admitted, that Congress can constitutionally impose duties on 
imports for the purpose of carrying on a system of internal 
improvements, it must also be conceded, that it has the power 
to impose direct taxes upon the people for that purpose. 
And it may safely be predicted, that as soon as the mean», 
derived from the farmer source, prove insufficient, resort will 
unquestionably be had to the latter, if the several States, 
disregarding their interests and individual rights, acquiesce 
in and countenance the exercise of the power, assumed by 
Congress, to make appropriations of the funds of the Uni- 
ted States for the purposes of internal improvements. But 
the friends of this system carefully and studiously keep out 
of view this most certain and unavoidable consequence of 
their loose construction of the Constitution, direct taxes upon 
the people, to any extent Congress shall think proper to fix. 
Let the people admit the soundness and correctness of this 
doctrine, and they may expect in a few years a Tariff more 
ruinous, than the present, to the commercial interests of the 
country, and with that direct taxation; they may expect, and 
they will most assuredly find, that burdens, grievous to bd 
borne, will be imposed upon them, both by direct and indirect 
taxes. Let the States yield up their rightful jurisdiction ovjer 
" internal improvements" to the general government, and let 
the people sanction the doctrine, which asserts in Congress, 
under the present Constitution, the power to make them ; and 
there <^an be no bounds set to the innovations, which the fed- 
eral government may claim to make in the administration of 
State affairs, under the name of what she may determine to 
be internal improvements; the general government might 
determine, if she were permitted to adopt all measures, which 
may be supposed to promote the general welfare, that a 
change in the Constitution and laws of the several States, 
would be greater internal improvements than the construction 
of roads and canals; and, if the States supinely acquiesce in 
the assumption of power by Congress to moke. internal im* 
provements by constructing roads and canals, what security 
is there to the States and to the people, that the general 
government will not assume to make what she may considev 
internal improvements, by changing the Constitution and 
laws of the several States, whenever she may think, the gen- 
eral welfare may be thereby promoted ? 

These are only a few of the ruinous and monstrous conse- 
quences, which must be expected to xesult,^ from the exercise 
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of a power by the general government to execute a system of 
internal improvements ; a power which, it is admitted, is not 
expressly given in the Constitution to Congress, and which 
thfit body can claim to exercise only by a forced and latitu- 
dinarian construction of the Constitution. This system, which 
Congress have not the rightful power to execute, and which 
could not be executed by the general government, if she had 
(he necessary power, without resorting to a Tariff much high- 
er than that of 1828, and also to direct taxation upon the 
people, if the system is to be carried on to an extent corres^- 
ponding in any degree with the views and wishes of its advo- 
cates, is no other, than the system falsely and absurdly called 
the '* American SystemJ^ This system, that appears never to 
have been contemplated by the framers of the Constitution, 
which is the supreme law of the land ; which expresses all 
the powers intended to be vested in Congress, and which 
ought to be construed in favor of those, who granted the 
powers therein enumerated and upon whom they are to be 
exercised, and most rigidly and strictly against those by whom 
those powers are to be executed, is attempted' to be supported 
and carried into effect by a construction of the Constitution, 
that, if sanctioned, will justify the exercise of any power by 
Congress, which that body may choose to assume. This sys- 
tem, which, if adopted, will tend to the certain destruction of 
the State sovereignties, finds advocates among patriotic citi- 
zens, because the designing and ambitious, by successful ar- 
tifice, have concealed its ugliness and deformity, and even 
made it appear beautiful and fascinating, by clothing it in a 
garb furnished by a name, << The American System.^^ 

Let tl\is system be sanctioned without an amendment to 
the Constitution, and one step, or to speak more properly, an 
alarming stride, is taken towards the destruction of that, 
which to the friends of civil liberty and republican institutions 
is most dear, a written Constitution. Let the advocates of a 
system of internal improvements, to be executed by the gen- 
eral government, succeed in their objects, without an amend- 
ment of the Constitution of the United States, and the true 
American System, that upon which all our hopes of maintain- 
ing a republican government and free institutions depend, 
will inevitably be demolished, and the fair and noble edifice, 
which our fathers erected for our protection and happiness, 
instead of being preserved for the benefit of posterity, will fall 
in undistinguishing ruin, as well upon the heads of the inno- 
cent, as of those, whose sacrilegious hands shall remove its 
supporting pillars. The only system that is worthy of, or 
that ought for a moment to be admitted to be entitled to, the 
name of " the Amejucan System," is that, which appears in 
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the written CanstittUions of the United States and of the ser- 
eral States, and this system can only be preserved by a rigid 
and scrupulous adherence, in the most minute particulars, to 
the principles in them established, and by frowning with in- 
dignation upon all and hurling them from places of trust, who 
shall seek to exercise powers not delegated to them by the 
Constitution, or seek to accomplish objects other than those 
for which they may be placed in power. This system of 
written Constitutions needs not the aid of constructive pow* 
ers to carry it into full and complete effect. It provides by 
its own prescribed rules for enlarging or modifying the pow- 
ers of the servants of the people ; and when the powers al- 
ready granted to their servants are found to be too limited, 
the people, who are the only proper judges of what powers 
ought to be delegated, will enlarge the powers granted, or 
give others, according to their sovereign will and pleasure, the 
only power having control over the Constitutions. This sys- 
tem requires all placed in office to exercise only so much 
power as is plainly given in the written rule by which their 
conduct is to be governed, and to abstain from the exercise 
of all doubtful power, however usefully such power might be 
exercised, if granted, because it is a material part of the sys- 
tem, that public servants, whether they act individually, or in 
legislative bodies, shall exercise no power, except what is 
clearly granted by a written Constitution, or other law, inter- 
preted according to its plain and obvious meaning. 

This system can alone claim the honorable and distinguish- 
ing appellation and title of the American System, and every 
system which is found to conflict with the principles of this, 
must be rejected and detested, however fascinating and allur- 
ing it may appear under the garb of a borrowed, or stolen, 
name. And the system of internal improvements, to be exe- 
cuted by the general government, must be regarded as con- 
flicting with the American System, because it can only be 
carried into effect by the exercise of a power not delegated 
to Congress ; because it proposes to effect objects by the ex- 
ercise of constrMctive powers, which would unquestionably 
have been expressly granted to the federal government, if it 
had been intended that that government should exercise them, 
and because it proposes to subject to the action of the gen- 
eral government those things, which are more appropriately 
subject to the action of the State governments, and which 
the latter governments are perfectly competent to manage, 
without the aid or consent of the United States. 

Whatever other powers Congress may possess, your Com- 
mittee are satisfied, that the power of executing a system of 
internal improvements does not belong to the federal govern- 
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ment, and tbej most follT concur in the jastness of the re* 
aarks, conUincd in the Go%-erDor^s Message, that ** ifae 
coarae, which has been pursued by the general govern men t 
in the appropriations for the purposes of internal iroproreineiity 
froni the direct bearing, which it has upon the equal ri^litF, 
interests, aod^oTereigntj of the individual States, has become 
a subject of too great importance to be now regarded y^ith 
indill'erence, or sudered to pass by without being presented 
to the consideration of the Legislature and people of this 
State. If it should continue to be the policy of the United 
States to raise an annual revenue from duties on imports and 
from other sources, more than sufficient for the gradual ex- 
tinction of the public debt, and the ordinary expenses of the 
government, the surplus fund will remain in the national 
Treasury, without any benefit resulting therefrom to the peo- 
ple, or some constitutional mode must be devised for its ap- 
propriation and expenditure." 

Believing that the States are fully competent, and better 
qualified, than the general government, from their more inti- 
mate knowledge of the wants of the people, to make internal 
improvements, to the extent required and at the most suitable 
times, according to the ability of the people to contribute to 
those objects ; that no more money should be collected into 
the national Treasury, than the ordinary exigencies of the 
government require ; that much money must be lost to the 
people by collecting it into the national Treasury for distri- 
bution among the several States, and that that policy is best 
calculated to promote the true interests of the people, which 
requires the hast taxation ; and believing also that every at- 
tempt, by public functionaries, to exercise powers not dele- 
gated to them, should meet the marked disapprobation of the 
several States, as tending to the injury of the people, by 
marring the true American System and violating its essential 
principles, and as encroaching upon the rights of the States ; 
your committee, therefore, recommend the passage of the 
following Resolutions.

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STATE OF MAINE. 

Resolve respeeting the Tariff and Internal Improvements. 

Resctved, That the Government of the United States, not 
having the power of executing a system of internal improve- 
ments expressly granted to it in the Constitution, and that 
power not being necessary for carrying into execution any 
powers so granted, ought not, in raising a revenue, to consid- 
er internal improvements among the purposes, for whkh it 
may lay and collect taxes, duties, imposts and excisesl 

Resolved^ That the Tariff of duties on imports ought to be 
so modified, if possible, a due regard being had to all the in- 
terests of the country, that the receipts, from them and the 
other sources of revenue, into the Treasury of the United 
States shall not greatly exceed the ordinary annual expenses 
of the Goverhment. 

Resolved, That, if with a due regard to all the essential 
interests of the country the duties on imports cannot be so 
reduced, that no surplus fund shall remain in the national 
Treasury, after paying the ordinary and necessary annual ex- 
penses of the government, such surplus ought to be equitably 
distributed among the several States in a mode and by a rule 
to be prescribed by an amendment to the Constitution. 

Reached, That the Governor be, and he is hereby request- 
ed to transmit a copy of the foregoing Report and Resolutions 
to Uie Executive of each of the States, that they may be sub- 
mitted to the Legislatures of the same for their consideration ; 
and also a copy to each of the Senators and Representatives 
of Maine in Congress.

STATE OF MAINE. 

In Senate, Feb. 18, 1831. 
The Joint Committee of the Legislature, to which was re- 
ferred an Order, instructing them "ta inquire into the expe- 
diency of requesting the co-operation of the States of New- 
Hampshire and Vermont in adopting measures, and making 
23 
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the requisite appropriations for the. improvement of the road 
leading from this State to New Hampshire and through the 
Notch of the White Hills into the State of Vermont — and>also 
to inquire what appropriation, if any,' it is expedient for' this 
State to make for the object aforesaid," have had the same 
under consideration, and respectfully stibmit the following 
REPORT: 

The Committee are satisfied that gre^tp and important ad- 
vantages would result to the State from an improvement of 
the road. Facility^ of intercourse between the country lying 
West of the White Hills and the present seat of the govern- 
ment of this State, without regarding the immediate interests 
of trade, is an object highly desirable. The advantages of 
easy and frequent communication between the people of dif- 
ferent parts of the country, and especially of different States, 
are too obvious and too well understood, to require illus- 
tration. 

Notwithstanding the present bad state of the road through 
the Notch, and particularly through Britton Woods, which is 
represented and known to be almost impassable for loaded 
teams, except in winter, an advantageous trade is carried on 
between this State and those parts of New Hampshire and 
Vermont, which lie West of the White Hills. Merchants, 
well acquainted with the subject, state that the present trade 
amounts to one hundred and fifty thousand dollars annually, 
and that the principal part of the business is done in the win^* 
ter months. It is believed by some of our merchants, that the 
trade would be increased thirty three per cent, and by others 
sixty per cent, annually, if the road could be so improved 
that the transportation of heavy articles,^ in which the trade 
principally consists, would be safe and convenient in summer. 
Many merchants, who live west of the White Hills, and would 
transact alltheir business in this State, if the state of the road 
in summer would permit, are prevented from coming here 
even in winter, it being found more convenient for them to 
transact their business in one place ; others, who j^sort to 
this State in winter, for a market and to purchase their goods, 
are, in the summer, induced to go to Boston, or to some place 
more distant, the transportation of their goods being less ex- 
pensive to and from those places, notwithstanding the greater 
distance. It is understood that great efforts have already 
been made in the city of New York and some other places to 
divert this trade from this place ; which evinces, that, in the 
^opinion of those places, the trade is advantageous. 

It is obvious, therefore, if the obstructions now existing can 
be removed, and access to this place be made easy, at all sea- 
sons of the year, the trade now considerable and beneficial 
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muflt oecetoarily increasei- ud| in 4 few yeftrs be highljr ad- 
vantageous to this State, as well as to the States of New 
^Hampshire and Vermont. It is believed, that, as the several 
States mentioned will be mutually benefited by an improve- 
ment of the road, they will all be willing to contribute to the 
promotion of that object. From the known liberality of those 
States, and the disposition which they unquestionably possess, 
to aid in effecting a more intimate intercourse between their 
citizens and those of this Stieite, which must tend to confirm 
the good understanding and neighborhood, that already hap- 
pily exist, and which it is for the interest of all, by all proper 
means, to foster and cherish; it cannot be doubted, that they 
will cordially co-operate with Maine in adopting measures 
and making appropriations to render travel, on this common 
highway between then^ and Maine, at all seasons of the year, 
safe and convenient. 

From an examination of the "statement of appropriations 
of land and expenditures of money, for Roads and Bridges in 
the State,^' it appears that more than $16,000 have been ap- 
propriated to make the Canada Road, and $13,000 for the 
Mattaiiawcook Road, not including the $5,000 proposed by a 
Resolve^ which has passed the House of Representatives the 
present session for finishing the latter. These appropriations 
were made unquestionably firom the consideration of the ad- 
vantages to be gained from having communications opened 
fi-om'Uiis State, in the direction of those roads, to the couii>- 
try lying beyond the limits of our territory. Several other 
appropriations have been made, at different times, for similar 
objects. 

The same reasons which induced the Legislature to make 
those roads, it is believed, will justify an appropriation for the 
purpose of improving the road leading fi-om this State, through 
the Notch of the White Hills, to the State of Vermont. Such 
an appropriation, it is believed, would greatly promote the in- 
terests of the State, be in accordance with the laudable ex- 
ample set by Massachusetts in making appropriations for 
making and improving roads in Maine, and in the opinion of 
your Committee, ought to be made ; they have therefore di- 
rected me to report a Resolve which is heremth submitted.

Approved April 2, 1631. 

Resolved, That the sum of three thousand dollars be» and 
the same is hereby appropriated for the purpose of repairing 
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and improving the road leading from this State, through the 
Notch of the White Hills, to the State of Vermont : Provided^ 
That the Legislature of the State of New Hampshire, shall 
give consent thereto, and Provided €dso, that the sum of two 
thousand dollars be raised by voluntary subscription for the 
same purpose by the inhabitants of the town of Portland and 
the States of New Hampshire and Vermont ; and the same 
shall be expended under the direction of the Governor and 
Council, as in their opinion shall be most advantageous, to the 
State ; and the Governor, with advice and consent of the 
Council^ is hereby authorized to appoint some suitable person 
as an agent to superintend the expenditure of the same, who 
shall give bonds, with sureties satisfactory to the Governor 
and Council, conditioned for the faithful performance of his 
duty; and such agent shall keep a correct account of all 
money by him received and expended on said road, and also, 
of all contracts made by him, and shall exhibit the same, to 
the Governor and Council, with the vouchers in support there- 
of, who shall examine and settle the same. 

Reaolvedj That the Governor, with the advice and consent 
of the Council, be, and he is hereby authorized to draw his 
warrant in favor of such agent for said sum of three thousand 
-dollars, or such part thereof, as shall, in their opinion, be ne- 
cessary to effect the object aforesaid. 

Resolved^ That the Treasurer of State, be, and he is hereby 
authorized to obtain the sum of three thousand dollars for the 
purpose aforesaid, on a loan, at a rate of interest, not exceed- 
ing five per centum per annum, redeemable at the pleasure of 
the Legislature.

cannot close a long and arduons Session without an expres- 
sion of their sense of the distinguished liberality which has 
heretofore secured to the State the necessary accommodations

Resolved, That the Thanks of this Legislature be presented 
to the Citizens of Portland and the County of Cumberland 
for the use of the Public Buildings gratuitously, and gener- 
ously furnished by them for the accommodation of the several 
departments of Government since the formation of this State 
into an Independent Sovereignty. 

Resolved, That there be paid out of any of the unappro- 
priated moneys in the Treasury to the Trustees of the Orphan 
Asylum in Portland, the sum of three hundred dollars to be 
applied by them in aid of the benevolent objects of said In- 
stitution, the proprietors thereof being owners of a large 
portion of the State House Stock, so called. 

Resolved, That the furniture belonging to the various de- 
partments of the Government be tendered to the Trustee? of 
the Orphan Asylum aforesaid, for the use of that establish- 
'^ent, and the Secretary of State be and hereby is authorized 
from and after the first day of January next, to deliver the 
same to said Trustees.

A c#py of a Resolve of the Legislature of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, in relation to the payment of that 
portion of the claim for the services of the Militia during 
the last war, to which this State is entitled^ also a statement 
of the disbursements by Massachusetts in prosecuting said 
claim, and a Report of a Committee of the Council of that 
Commonwealth to whom the subject was referred, have been 
received at the office of the Secretary of State. By these 
documents it appears that the sum of twenty three thousand
